Asserts ‘We Are Ready 
to Call Upon Him as 
Fit for Job’—President 
Said Not to Have

NEW YORK, Feb. 7 (UP) — 
President Truman's “hat is in the 
ring for the 1948 presidential race. 
It was put there last night by 
Postmaster General Robert E. 
Hannegan, chairman of the Demo-

Beginning Monday, at 12:30

“We are ready to call upon our

Hannegan told a gathering of 
postal supervisors. “America will 
give him the support and loyalty 
that he deserves of us all, through 
the years ahead.” 

Asked later if his statement put 
the President in the 1948 race, 
Hannegan replied: 

“Yes. I am for him most sin- 
ecerely. As far as I’m concerned 
this puts his hat in the ring.” 

As Hannegan is the national 
spokesman for the Democratic 
party, political observers con- 
sidered his announcement equal 
to an official statement by the 
White House that the President 
would run for another term, As 
titular head of the Democratic 
party, Truman is considered as- 
sured @f the nomination in 1948 
if he wants it. | 

Truman to Speak in April. 

Truman will get an opportunity 
to voice his thoughts on the mat- 
ter when he speaks to a Jefferson 
day dinner here April 5. His ad- 
dress will be broadcast to similar 
Democratic party affairs through- 
out the nation. 

Hannegan, announcing this to- 
day, said the theme will be “peace 
and prosperity.” Then, he got in 
another boost for Truman with 
this: “On that theme, President 
Truman's record of achievement 
qualifies him as the best author- 
ity in America today.” 

Joseph ,E. Davies, former Am- 
bassador to Russia, has been 
picked as general chairman of the 
Jefferson day dinners. He will be 
aided by 130 other party leaders.

St. Louls faced today the sever- 
est cold wave of the season, with 
temperatures expected to drop to 
zero or below tonight. The tem- 
perature today hovered around 15 
degrees. 

Meteorologist Harry F. Wahl- 
gren said a new cold front sweep- 
ing down from Canada would hit 
the city late this afternoon or 


this evening. Snow flurries will ac- 
company it, but skies should be 
fair tomorrow, he said. The cold 
will continue until Sunday after- 
noon, when some moderation is 
anticipated. 

Coldest spot in the country this 
morning was Jamestown, N.D., 
where the thermometer reading 
was 23 below at 9 a.m. The zero 
line extended into northern Mis- 
souri, with a reading of 5 below 
at Tarkio. 

Gas supplies to industrial con- 
sumers again were cut almost 100 
per cent today, resulting in lay- 
offs of more than 5000 employes 
in St. Louis area plants.

The Board of Police Commis- 
sioners, in its continuing reorgani- 
zation of the department, demoted 
Chief of Detectives Herman F.

Document Says Such 
System May Reduce’ | ee j 
Labor Strife, Warns of 

‘Handicaps -— Prepared 
in 18-Month Study. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 (AP)— 
A Government report prepared 
for President Truman _ indorsed 
guaranteed wage plans today as 
a means of steadying the nation’s 
economy and reducing labor 
strife. 

Under the plans, employers 
agree to furnish regular jobs and 
pay for a fixed period, sometimes 
a year, regardless of whether they 
rmay have enough work to keep 
workers busy during the period. 

The report, prepared after an 
18-month study by a staff headed 
by Murray Latimer, former chair- 
man of the Railroad Retirement 
Board, said that guaranteed 
wages would: 


1. Tend to make employers 
plan their.operations ahead to 
maintain regular production. 


2. Thereby help maintain 
steady employment and pur- 
chasing power, 

3. Contribute to labor peace 
by minimizing fears among 
workers of loss of income and 
“permitting the lifting of those 
restraints on productivity which 
have long been characteristic of 
employment insecurity.” 
Latimer’s report has been sub- 
mitted privately to the advisory 
board of the Office of War Mob- 
llization and Conversion, That 
board is withholding its official 
release pending its own report on 
the subject. The board is ex- 
pected to send both reports to 
Truman after a board meeting 
Feb. 25. 

The Latimer report, noting that 
the wage study was begun by the 
late President Roosevelt, com- 
mented that unions have been 
making increasing guaranteed 
wage de “in the quest for 
employment security.” 

A guaranteed wage is one of 
the demands in the current steel 
industry negotiations. It was also 
a demand in meat-packing indus- 
try talks recently, but agreements 
were reached without such com- 
mitments. 

Latimer cautioned employers 
and employes that any guaranteed 
wage plan should be delicately 
balanced. 

“If it does not provide sub 
stantial security for the worker, 
it cannot be expected to con- 
tribute to improved labor relations 
and yield compensating benefits 
thereby,” he said.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 7 (UP) 
—Walter Momer Jr., 4 years old, 
was killed today by a German 
police dog which attacked a group 
of boys playing in the snow.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 (UP)— 
Two Republican Senate leaders, 
asked Congress today to withhold 
for one year any legislation re- 
stricting the Administration’s 
present power to reduce tariffs. 

owever, they advanced a five- 
point program designed to tight- 
en the procedure of tariff reduc- 
tion so as to give additional pro- 
tection to American § industries. 
They said the State Department 
Was sympathetic to. this idea. 

The request and the procedural 
program were contained in a 
statement issued by Senator Van- 
denberg (‘Rep.), Michigan, and 
Senator Millikin (Rep.), Colorado, 
It was designed to head off de- 
mands for immediate action to 
block State Department tariff re- 
duction plans. 

Some G.O.P. Opposition. 

Some Republican Senators and 
a powerful bloc in the House 
Ways and Means Committee are 
seeking immediate legislation. 
Some of these members of Con- 
gress already have indicated they 
imtend to reject the Vandenberg- 
Millikin proposals. 

Vandenberg and Millikin also 
are powerful Congressional fig- 
ures. Vandenberg is president of 
the Senate and chairman of the 
Foreign Relations Committee. 
Millikin is chairman of the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee which 
handles tariff legislation. 

They issued their statement 
after severa] days of conferences 
with Under Secretary of State 
William L. Clayton. They said 
the State Department gave “sym- 
pathetic reception” to their plans 
for tightening the procedure of 
tariff reduction. 

Hearings Being Held. 

The State Department is now 
holding hearings as a preliminary 
to negotiations in Geneva this 
spring with 17 or 18 other nations 
for reduction of trade barriers. 
Under present law, the State De- 
partment may reduce tariffs up to 
50 per cent without further au- 
thorization from Congress, 

Vandenberg and Millikin recom- 
mended this five-point program of 
procedural changes: 

1. Withholding tariff reduc- 
tions and concessions to other 
nations who do not give this 
country similar benefits. 

2 Astrengthened United 
States Tariff Commission with 
powers to review all contem- 
plated tariff cuts and to make 
direct recommendations to the 
president as to a point beyond 
which reductions should not go. 

3. Inclusion of “escape 
clauses” in every trade agree- 
ment under which the United 
States could withdraw tariff re- 
ductions if they proved to im- 
peril domestic interests, 

4. Public hearings by the Tar- 
iff Commission on the question 
of invoking the escape Clauses, 
with direct recommendations to 
the president. 

5. Commission recommen- 
dations on escape clauses to be 
open for public inspection. 

Vandenberg and Millikin said

“Out of the experience of the 
states with legiblation of this 
kind we can develop standards 
which will be helpful’ not only

Ahearn questioned the practi- 
cability of going at this time be- 
yond the point of encouraging 
state legislatures to act. Im- 
portant changes must be made, 
he added, in the federal labor 
laws, but those he recommended 
“are designed to buttress the 
national policy of collective bar- 
gaining done in good faith by 
men of good will who recognize 
the superior public interest in 
the outcome of their  negoti- 
ations.” 

Hartz Warns Against Haste. 

Despite the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce policy of oppos- 
ing compulsory arbitration, Hartz 
said, he thought the matter “should 
be given very careful study in 
connection with those disputes 
which cause interruptions to pro- 
duction or services on which the 
public health and safety depend.” 

In those industries, he said, there 
possibly require Government in- 
tervention. 

“We recognize,” he added, “that 
the public interest must be pro- 
tected in such cases. We hope that 
this may be achieved through the 
realization of collective bargaining 
in those industries and through 
self restraint of both employers 
and employes. 

“We urge, therefore, that Con- 
gress carefully balance the argu- 
ments pro and con with respect to 
the compulsory settlement of dis- 
putes in such industries and that 
no hasty or ill-advised legislation 
be enacted with regard to them.”

Explain Their Plan, 

They said withholding tariff 
concessions from nations that do 
not grant the United States simi- 
lar benefits would apply to such 
countries as those of the British 
Empire which have: a partially 
closed economy. 

State Department trade experts 
said withholding tariff reductions 
and concessions to nations that 
do not return similar benefits was 
in line with projected United 
States policy. 

They said the suggested charter 
for an infernational trade organi- 
zation proposed by the United 
States provides for a “modification 
if not abandonment” of most- 
favored nation treatment. They 
explained that nations refusing to 
sign the Geneva agreement would 
be given a “reasonable length of 
time” to join. If they didn’t come 
in, the trade organization would 
authorize signatory nations to 
withhold concessions from them. 


FIRST AMERICANS EVACUATE 
PEIPING FOR RETURN HOME 


PEIPING, Feb. 7 (AP)—Guns 
were silent along the Peiping- 
Tientsin railway for the second 
straight day as the first Amer- 
icans from the deactivated truce 
headquarters pulled out for home 
today.

But he 
wanted to make clear that the 
chamber looks primarily to collec- 
tive bargaining and not to law to 
bring about harmony between la- 
bor and management. 

He was against establishment 
of a federa) mediation board, as 
has been proposed. As an alter- 
native he recommended that th 
present United States Conciliation 
Service should be strengthened 
and, to assure its impartiality, 
made independent of the Labor 
Department.

Three thin-skinned ships of the 
Antarctic expedition sailed from 
Little America tonight, seeking 
safe passage through the formid- 
able ice pack.

E. Byrd and 197 men were left 
behind for a three weeks’ stay in 
a tent towr perched on a wind- 
swept ice cap. 

A flight over the South Pole has 
been mapped as one of the possible 
activities before Byrd's base final- 
ly is evacuated about March 1. 

R. Adm. Richard H. Cruzen 
went aboard the icebreaker North- 
wind at 5 p.m, to lead the Mt. 
Olympus and the cargo ships Yan- 
cey and Merrick through the ice 
pack, which has been perhaps the 
worst encountered in this area. 

The new Navy icebreaker Bur- 
ton Island is scheduled to meet 
the flotilla somewhere inside the 
ice pack to help in the escorting 
job, The three ships will wait out- 
side the ice pack near Scott island, 
serving as weather stations until 
the Little America camp is evacu- 
ated by Byrd and his 197 men, who 
will be brought out on the two 
icebreakers,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 (AP)— 
Secretary of State George C. 
Marshall today defined his basic 
foreign policy as “peace with a 
dependable basis for collective 
security.” 

Marshall, at his first press con-

quotation, that the United States 
Government “will work with other 
natioris to attain this goal as 
rapidly as possible.” 

Marshall faced more than 150 
reporters, primed with questions, 
in the State Department’s con- 
ference room. He talkéd solidly 
for 40 minutes before a single 
question could be put. By that 
time he had covered practically 
everything he was willing to talk 
about.

Administration Seeks Binding 
Power to Interpret Pay Statute, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 (UP)— 
The Wage-Hour Administration 
today asked for power to make 
binding interpretations of the 
wage-hour act which would pre- 
vent recurrence of back portal pay 
claims. 

To dispose of current claims, 
the wage-hour administrator, L. 
Metcalfe Walling proposed legis. 
lation to authorize loophole-proof 
out-of-court settlements. 

His compromise settlement plan, 
Walling emphasized, would be 
used only to dispose of Dack pay 
claims. To deal with the future,

1. Amend the fair labor stand- 
ards (wage-hour) act to give the 
administrator power to issue 
binding interpretationg of the 
act.

Walling said it was his “per

Thompson of Marshfield would 
rather defer to Congress. He be- 
lieves federal] legislation for bar- 
gaining with utilities can be more 
equitable and also achieve a 
greater uniformity among the 
states. The over-all view of the 
problem by Congress should be 
able to turn up a more practical 
solution, he said, than could a 
state body with a limited perspec- 
tive. 

“Yet should Congress fail to act 
on this important question,” the 
Speaker said, “then the General

She began swimming, she said, 
at the age of 38, when she was 
still in Germany and when all 
her seven sons were all alive. 

“Now, only two, those living in 
America, are alive. The rest, who 
remained in Germany, are dead, 
killed by the war. And so many 
other changes have come about. 
I have to count on my fingers 
and think in my mind to remem- 
ber which of the grandchildren 
came first and when each of the 
great-grandchildren came.

Assembly must take steps to curb 
strikes against utilities that affect 
public health and welfare.” 

He offered the opinion that any 
legislation should create a board 
of mediation, impartial between 
unions and utilities. 

Thompson said the legislation 
might confer, but not necessarily, 
on the Governor the power and 
responsibility of seizure. It would 
depend, hg said, on whether seiz- 
ure was Considered essential to 
prevent cessation of operations. In 
New Jersey, the Governor is em- 
powered to seize and operate util- 
itis in event of threatened stop- 
pages which would jeopardize pub- 
lic health, safety or welfare. 

Through a mediation agency, 
Thompson thinks, there can be ef- 
fective collective bargaining. The 
hoard can intervene in disputes, 
hear rival contentions and “grant 
relief that Is right and proper. If 
the employes’ cause is fair and 
just,” he said, “the results would 
be fair and just.” He believes the 
legislation should fix penalties for 
disregard of a mediator’s recom- 
mendations, but said House Re- 
publicans had not discussed them 
yet. 

Stress on Mediation Machinery. 

The President Pro Tem of the 
Senate, M. C. Matthes, supported 
the opinion of Thompson. There 
is no doubt, he said at his home 
in Hillsboro, that some legislation 
is required to halt strikes affect- 
ing public welfare. One labor 
leader had told him, he said, that 
his unions were ready to go along 
with legislation of this kind. 

Naming essential industries as 
electricity, gas, water, food and 
transportation, Matthes said there 
was “no justification for tying up 
these industries by strikes.” Not- 
ing that he desired the benefits 
from organized labor to be re- 
tained, he cautioned that “when 
labor takes action that affects 
the public generally, organized la- 
bor suffers.” 

However, Matthes continued, 
“we can't talk about taking away 
the right to strike without also 
providing some method by which 
the complaints of organized labor 
may be reviewed. We need some 
fair ‘machinery for mediation 
which gives labor and manage- 
ment the opportunity to present 
their. problems and leads them 
to equitable solutions. 

“We cannot enact punitive 
legisiation. We must work out 
legislation that will assist indu- 
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try and labor in maintaining in- 
dustrial peace.” 

The senator said he had not 
given much thought to method. 
He believes the General Assembly 
will find an adequate one for 
putting a mediation program into 
effect. Further, he added, any 
law setting up a mediation pro- 
cedure should contain means for 
enforcement, because in vital in- 
dustries such as public utilities, 
labor and management must be 
compelled to accept mediation. 


Constitutional Right. 


One obstacle to state legisla- 
tion controlling bargaining in 
public utilities, pointed out to the 
Post-Dispatch, is Article I, Sec- 
tion 29 of the new Missouri con- 
stitution. This section § states: 
“That employes shall have the 
right to organize and to bargain 
collectively through representa- 
tives of their own choosing.” 
There is no doubt that this 
section of the “bill of rights” in 
the constitution will give legis- 
lators substantial headaches. 
Should it be interpreted in the 
courts that the right to bargain 
implies the right to picket, boy- 
cott and sfrike, the legislature at 
best can establish some procedure 
which wil. aid, instead of con- 
trol, bargaining. However, it will 
probably be argued in defense of 
“controlling” legislation that lim- 
itation of a right in the public 
interest does not constitute an 
abridgement of that right. 
Missouri had an elaborate me- 
diation procedure at the turn of 
the century. It was created’by the 
General Assembly in March, 1901. 
Like modern-day mediation pro- 
grams, it established a tri-partite 
board composed of representatives 
of labor, management and the 
public. 
In case of threatened strikes 
or lockouts, the board was 
obliged to. go to the locality where 
the dispute existed and mediate 
the differences. It was empowered 
to subpena witnesses and records, 
and to penalize persons refusing 
to appear. This last provision 
caused its downfall. In 1904, the 
Supreme Court ruled the board 
was not a court and could not 
exercise any power that is purely 
judicial] in its character. 
Five years later, the provision 
relating to subpenas was repealed. 
With its teeth gone, the machinery 
became obsolete and successive 
governors did not appoint board 
members as authorized. In 1933, 
the legislature repealed the entire 
act creating the machinery on 
grounds of obsolescence. 

How Board Operated. 
The working of the mediation 
program was the same as that 
now prevailing in several states. 
The board made investigations of 
disputed issues, and reported find- 
ings and recommendations to the 
Governor, to the disputing parties 
and even to the newspapers. Its 
recommendations were binding un- 
less either side filed objections 
within five days after they were 
made public. 
Nearest parallel in the assembly 
to this program is House bill No. 
30, introduced by Representative 
Quentin Haden. This gives the 
circuit courts power to appoint 
arbitrators and review arbitration 
awards, Senator Charles Madi- 
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son’s omnibus Senate bill No. 79 
makes no specific reference to 
mediation or to public utilities. 
The likelihood is that it will be 
greatly altered before it is passed, 
if ever. 


Plans Made for 8-Union Committee 
to Fight Legislation. 


Tentative plans for formation 
of an eight-union committee to 
combat any legislation designed 
to curb the activities of workers 
employed by public utilities have 
been mapped here, it was learned 
today. Eight unions, AFL, CIO 
and independent, met last Sunday 
and formed a provisional commit- 
tee to set up a state-wide organi- 
zation. 

The organization, which will be 
known as the Utility Workers’ 
Legislative Committee, will meet 
within two weeks to consider a 
program. Joseph Appelbaum, CIO 
Gas, Coke and Chemical Workers, 
is temporary chairman. 

Other members of the pro- 
visional group are John O'Shea, 
AF'L International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers; Carl C. 
Mitchell, IBEW; Leo Bachinski, 
AFL Operating Engineers’ Union;

Workers; William Hawkins, CIO

independent. 


COST OF BUILDING 
THIRD.STREET AREA 
HIGHWAY CITED 


At present high construction 
costs, nearly all of the $8,500,000 
in state and federal funds allo- 
cated thus far to the proposed 
Third street interregional high- 
way through St. Louis would be 
required for the one and one- 
quarter-mile section extending 
from the Jefferson National Ex- 
pansion Memorial to Twelfth 
boulevard and Gravois avenue. 

An estimate to this effect was 
made public today by R. W. Hod- 
son, division engineer of the State 
Highway Department. Placing the 
highway at grade, instead of ele- 
vating it as planned for certain 
other portions of the route, would 
save about $1,000,000 in construc- 
tion costs, he said, adding that this 
saving would be offset to some ex- 
tent by greater damage awards to 
owners of affected property. 

Placing the six-lane highway 
at street level for about six 
blocks between Broadway and 
Hickory street and the vicinity of 
Third and Plum streets would 
block off Convent, Lombard, 
Gratiot and Cedar streets and 
take in all or parts of more than 
60 buildings ranging from tene- 
ments to industrial plants. 

The project will be discussed 
at an informal hearing by the 
State Highway Department and 
the Board of Public Service next 
Friday at 10 a.m. at City Hall.

ELECTRIC WORKERS REJECT 
COMPROMISE ON WAGE RISE 


Union Electric Co. linemen and 
substation workers have rejected 
the tentative compromise on a 
wage increase reached last Sat- 
urday between officers of the util- 
ity and their union. They have 
extended a threatened strike dead- 
line to Feb. 17 to permit further 
negotiations, it was learned today. 
Members of AFL International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Work- 
ers, Local 1439, voted down the 
tentative -wage schedule by ap- 
proximately 4 to 1. ‘The pact 
called for an increase of 13 cents 
an hour from Jan. 1 to June 30, 
then 16 cents an hour until March 
31, 1948.

LOCKOUTS 5 YEARS 


A five-year agreement barring 
strikes and lockouts in the St. 
Louis dry cleaning industry and 
providing wage increases for ap- 
proximately 600 workers has been 
negotiated by the newly organ- 
ized Associated Cleaners & 
Pressers of Missouri and Local 
161, AFL Cleaners & Dyehouse 
Workers, 

The agreement, which covers 
pressers, spotters, cleaners, check- 
ers, silk finishers and workers 
in other job classifications, pro- 
vides wage increases ranging 
from 10 to 20 cents an hour. 
Workers now earning above the 
minimum scale receive a flat in- 
crease of 5 cents an hour. 

The contract also provides a 
closed shop, seniority regulations, 
holidays and vacations with pay, 
and hospitalization insurance at 
employers’ expense, The asso- 
ciation represents nearly 200 
cleaning and pressing shops in 
St. Louis and St. Louis county.

3000 Members of CIO Union Urge 
Toledo Plan Be Set Up in St. Louis 


Vote by Store Employes Foll6ws Address by 
CIO Member of Ohio City’s Group— 
It’s ‘Good Medicine,’ He Says.

The Toledo Plan benefits union 
workers who participate, Lawr- 
ence Steinberg, Toledo (O.) CIO 
officer and a member there of 
the labor-management - citizens 
committee to help prevent strikes, 
declared last night at a meeting 
of St. Louis members of the CIO 
United Retail, Wholesale and De- 
partment Store Employes of 
America. 

Following Steinberg’s address 
at Kiel Auditorium the city-wide 
union meeting voted a unanimous 
indorsement of a proposal to es- 
tablish the Toledo Plan in St. 
Louis. About 3000 members of the 
union were present. The Toledo 
Plan previously had been indorsed 
by the union’s shop stewards. 

Central bodies in St. Louis of 
both the AFL and CIO have re- 
jected the plan, proposed by 
Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann. 

Steinberg, Toledo director of the 
United Retail, Wholesale and De- 
partment Store Employes of 
America, said he knew the plan 
had been under discussion here. 
He said he would like to “give 
you the facts.” 

Terms Plan “Good Medicine.” 

“As one of the founders of To- 
ledo’s ‘labor-management-citizens 
conynittee, let me assure you it 
is good medicine for industrial 
harmony,” Steinberg said. “A 
labor-management committee for 
industrial peace is merely com- 
mon sense recognition of prin- 
ciples under which labor and man- 
agement may work together, and 
the inauguration of a practical 
effort to carry these principles 
into the workshop. 

“TI don’t mean to tell you that 
it is a cure-all for all industrial 
ills. But it is a plan that min- 
imizes production losses by work 
stoppages and attacks the condi- 
tions that cause them. 

“All of us must agree that if 
a peaceful agreement is concluded, 
everybody gains and no one is 
the loser. Concluding a _ trade 
union agreement around a con- 
ference table means more money 
for the worker and it means more 
money for the employer. 

“What then is the solution to 
our problem? Peace, harmony, 
sincerity and devotion toward 
building a better America around 
a conference table. Simple, isn’t 
it? Well, that is what we have 
in Toledo, and that is what you 
need in St. Louis—a group of re- 
sponsible, honest citizens, 18 of 
them, a group that will command 
the respect of all sections in your 
community.” 

Three Basic Principles. 

Steinberg urged that the com- 
mittee, if formed in St. Louis, 


should adopt three principles: 
Management’s acceptance of la- 
bor’s right to join organizations 
without interference or coercion 
and to bargain collectively through 
their agents; labor’s recognition 
of the right of management to di- 
rect the operation of the enter- 
prise, and non-discrimination by 
either labor or management be- 
cause of race, creed or color. 

“From there on you can adopt 
any other principle to suit the 
needs of your community,” Stein- 
berg said, 

Of such a program, Steinberg 
asserted: “No honest labor lead- 
er will dare to oppose it; no hon- 
est emplqyer will dare to oppose 
| Sg 

The speaker reviewed the his- 
tory of the labor-management- 
citizens’ committee in reducing in- 
dustrial strife in Toledo. He as- 
sured his audience that adoption 
of the plan did not mean forced 
arbitration, as has been charged 
by some of its opponents here. 

“Those who oppose industrial 
harmony are in the minority,” 
Steinberg said. 

“Let’s find out who they are. 
Investigate their backgrounds and 
their present political affiliations; 
and let me assure you, they are 
neither your friends nor the 
friends of your community. Labor 
leaders who are primarily inter- 
ested in protecting and improving 
the conditions and interest of the 
workers are for it. Employers 
who are ready to accept the re- 
sponsibility of more and more 
production and of honest bargain- 
ing—they, too, are for it.” 

The Rev. Leo Brown S.J., head 
of the economics department at 
St. Louis University, spoke briefly 
and congratulated the workers on 
their action, He said he had not 
come to the meeting expecting to 
talk on the Toledo plan and did 
not wish to appear in the position 
of urging any union to indorse it. 


“T do consider it important, 
however, that you made this sin- 
cere gesture in behalf of indus- 
trial peace,” he said. “In doing so 
you considered not only your own 
interests, but larger public inter- 
ests as well.” 

The other speaker at the meet- 
ing was Powers Hapgood, CIO 
regional director for Indiana, who 
represented national officers of 
the CIO. 

The meeting marked the tenth 
anniversary of the union’s affilia- 
tion with the CIO. Hapgood re- 
viewed the advances of labor in 
the past 10 years and contended it 
was necessary to keep wages at a 
high level if prosperity is to con- 
tinue in this country.

4 PRIOR CONVICTIONS 


Man Pleads Guilty of Stab- 
bing Woman — Original 
Charge Reduced. 


Robert Tasker, Negro, whose 
record includes four felony con- 
victions in the last 24 years, got 
off with a one-year workhouse 
sentence when he pleaded guilty 
today before Circuit Judge Ed- 
ward M. Ruddy of assault with 
intent to do great bodily harm. 

The charge grew out of an af- 
fray last Christmas day in Tas 
ker’s home at 700A North Twen- 
ty-third street, in which Tasker, 
who was drunk, struck Mrs. 
Hortense Abrams, then stabbed 
her in the neck when she remon- 
strated with him for hitting his 
wife with a wine bottle. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney John 
J. Bantle reduced the original 
charge against Tasker, which was 
assault with intent to kill, and 
recommended the one-year sen- 
tence to the court. He told re- 
porters he was satisfied with the 
sentence, explaining that juries in 
the past have assessed penalties 
as low as six months imprison- 
ment in similar cases. 

He added that he did not at- 
tempt to prosecute Tasker under 
the habitual criminal act, as con- 
viction would have made a life 
sentence mandatory and he was 
confident no jury would have con- 
victed on that basis. Judge Ruddy 
told reporters he knew of Task- 
er’s crimina] record and also of 
circumstances behind the present 
charge. He said that if the case 
had gone to a jury he likely would 
have instructed the jury on com- 
mon assault, since the evidence 
was insufficient to show intent.

DONNELLY BUDGET 
INCONSISTENT 


House Leaders Object to 
“ Some Cuts, Charge 
Favoritism for Gov- 
ernor’s Appointees.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 7 — 
Republican majority leaders in 
the Missouri House, normally 
critical in their political relations 
with Gov. Donnelly (Dem.), issued 
a statement last night sharply 
critizing some of the Governor's 
recommendations in the budget for 
the 1947-1949 biennium. -Donnelly 
sent the budget to the Legislature 
Wednesday. 

The House leaders said “It ap- 
pears” from a study of the budget 
“that the Republican Legislature 
will likely refuse to go along with 
many of his recommendations.” 

The statement was issued joint- 
ly by Speaker Murray E. Thomp- 
son of Marshfield, Republican 
Floor Leader R. J. King Jr. of St. 
Clair, and Representative Lewis 
H. Wallace of St. Joseph, chair- 
man of the House Committee on 
Appropriations. 

“Several inconsistencies appear,” 
said the Republican leaders, “and 
while the Governor may have good 
reason for his arrival at such: fig- 
ures, those in charge of writing 
the appropriation bills fail to 
agree with his opinion.” 

A Break in “Harmony.” 

This announcement of policy for 
the Republican majority offered 
little assurance of continuation of 
the surface appearances of har- 
mony between the Republican- 
controlled Legislature and _ the 
Democratic state administration. 

This “harmony” has prevailed 
since the Legislature convened 
Jan, 8, largely because there has 
not been much legislative action 
in the interim. ) 

The Governor’s budget recom- 
mendations, required by the Con- 
stitution, are advisory only. Fund 
bills originate in the House Com- 
mittee on Appropriations and are 
passed by the Legislature. But 
the Governor has the last word 
with the power of approval or 
veto. 

“It is not the intent of the 
General Assembly to exceed the 
budget recommended by the Gov- 
ernor,” the statement said, “but 
rather to appropriate an over-all 
amount out of general revenue 
considerably less than eontained 
in the recommendations. 

"In his budget he recognized 
the fact that living costs were or 
would be on a downward trend by 
the fact that he anticipates a de- 
crease of some $8,000,000 in rev- 
enue for the 1947-1949 biennium, 
yet he has recommended a budget 
for the two-year period of more 
than $10,000,000 in excess of the 
amount appropriated for the eur- 
rent biennium.” 

In these figures the Republican 
leaders dealt only with general 
revenue appropriations recom- 
mended by Donnelly, which repre- 
sent only about one-third of the 
$452,635,542 budget proposed for 
the two-year period, from all 
sources of revenue including fed- 
eral grants. That budget was 
$73,131,057 greater than appropria- 
tions for the current biennial 
period. 

Political Favoritism Charged. 

The Republican leaders charged 
Donnelly had “given many of his 
political appointees all the money 
requested, many of which re- 
quests are considerably increased 
over the preceding year,” but had 
cut the Division of Public Schools 
from the $230,000 appropriated for 
the current fiscal year to a recom- 
mendation of $147,500 a year. 

A recommendation of $25,000 a 
year for the Committee on Legis 
lative Research, which requested 
$55,000 a year, also was attacked. 
“This department is used by prac- 
tically all the legislators and has 
furnished an invaluable service to 
the Legislature,” the statement 
said. “If the economy suggested 
by the Governor was followed 
through the Committee on Legis- 
lative Research would be non- 
existent.” 

A proposed reduction in the per- 
sonal service appropriation for 
the Ellis Fischel Cancer Hospital 
at Columbia, from $215,000 to 
| $200,000 a year, was criticized in 
the statement, which said many 
legislators favored increasing the 
amount, Donnelly actually recom- 
mended an increase of $31,000 
from the total operating fund of 
$558,000 allowed the Hospital this 
biennium. 

Hospital Budgets Criticized. 

“The State Sanitarium gt Mount 
Vernon, for the treatment of tu- 
berculosis has long been recog- 
nized as an outstanding hosp®al, 
and if any economy is -practiced 


be in this hospital,” the statement 
said. “Many legislators hope to 
increase the appropriation’ for 
this institution.” The Governor 
recommended $1,601,000 for the 
sanitarium for the 1947-49 _ bi- 
ennium, an increase of $124,700 
over the current biennium. 

The Republican leaders said 
Donnelly had recommended de- 
creases in appropriations for per- 
sonal gervice in the state eleemos- 
ynary hospitals, compared to the 
current fiscal year, and said: “It 
is our opinion that economy 
should not be practiced on those 
poor unfortunate wards of the 
state.” 

The statement did not refer to 
Donnelly’s recommendation, in his 
legislative message last month, 
for a legislative investigation of 
the operation and management of 
the antiquated state hopsitals for 
the insane, to determine their 
needs, before the Legislature 
made appropriations for the next 
biennium. Donnelly recommended 
drastic charges be made in op- 
eration, and said it was his in- 
tention “to approve appropriations 
for necessary additions, repairs, 
replacements, and for operations,

Dick Powell Urges Measures 


To Ease Hostility to Airports 


By GILL ROBB WILSON

The morning mail brought a 
three-page letter from Dick. He 
starts off by analyzing the swift 
multiplication of private flying ac- 
tivity and proceeds to balance 
against it the lack of preparation 
to meet the situation. Powell con- 
cludes that private flying is headed 
for a crack-up, unless all inter- 
ested get together in preventive 
measures. 

Among specific weak spots in 
the whole enterprise. Dick thinks 
that the public relations between 
local airport operators and the 
communities in which they are 
situated are vital but sadly neg- 
lected.

PUTS TRUMAN IN 
' PRESIDENCY RACE

House press Secretary Charles G. 
Ross told reporters in Washing- 


ton that the President had no ad. 
vance knowledge of the surprise 
political announcement. Ross 
said the President had not dis- 
cussed the matter with Hanne- 
gan. 

“Did the President know that 
Mr. Hannegan was going to 
launch a boom for him tonight?” 
a reporter asked. 


“He did not,” Ross replied. 

“The people of America have 
learned that Harry Truman wears 
well,” Hannegan said. “It is true 
that in the beginning, many 
Americans did not know the abil- 
ities of this man who had be- 
come President.” 


Now, Hannegan added, the 
country has seen Truman “set an 
example for these critics by rising 
above political animosities.” 

“The world is hungering for 
more of that kind of leadership,” 
he said. “The world needs more 
statesmen with vision and a firm, 
unswerving stride. , 


“Fit for the Job.” 


“Here in America, we shall 
march on with President Truman 
toward our goal as a prosperous. 
people, a strong and secure na- 
tion. 

“We have gone far and fast, but 
the task of leading us to peace 
and plenty is not accomplished 
in a day or a year, 


“Until that work is done, we 
are ready to call upon our Presi- 
dent as the man who has proved 
himself fit for the job. America 
will give him the support and 
loyalty that he deserves of us all, 
through the years ahead.” 

Hannegan’s flat indorsement 
was the first statement by. Demo- 
crats about the 1948 presidential 
race. Previously they have let the 
Republicans, who have several 
candidates for the nomination, 
do the talking. 

Hannegan gave a detailed ac- 
count of the Democratic adminis- 
tration since President Truman 
succeeded to the presidency April 
12, 1945, and listed the tasks the 
President had accomplished with 
“personal courage, integrity and 
statesmanship.” 


Praises Leadership. 


“We are on our way toward 
peace and prosperity because the 
leadership of President Harry 
Truman has been a leadership of 
integrity and good will, of cour- 
age and foresight,” he said. 

Truman has followed a course, 
“not “between right and left, but 
between right and wrong,” he 
added. From that course the 
President “has never deviated and 
never will.” 

Hannegan credited Truman with 
saving the lives of hundreds of 
thousands of American soidiers by 
his decision to use the atom bomb 
and with having done much to put 
the United States in the leader- 
ship for world peace. 

He praised Truman's domestic 
policies, his stand on rent control, 


labor-management, development of 
atomic energy, housing, and on 
the budget and tages, 


CRITICAL SENATOR 
CITES HATCH ACT 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 (AP)— 
Senator Bridges (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, protested in the Sen- 
ate today that Democratic Na- 
tional Chairman Robert 8S. Han- 
negan launched a 1948 “Truman 
boom” with a speech to Govern- 
ment workers subject to the 
Hatch Act.” The Hatch Act pro- 
hibits political activity by fed- 
eral employes. 


Bridges told the Senate. that 
just prior to the speech the post- 
master general had been. vaca- 
tioning in Florida for many 
weeks, 

Under Hannegan, Bridges went 
on, the Post Office Department 
has piled up a deficit of $350,- 
000,000. Instead of Hannegan 
launching a Truman _ boom, 
Bridges asserted, the President 
should be hunting ‘a “more com- 
petent successor” to Hannegan. 

A broadside of Lincoln day ad- 
dresses seemed likely today to 
provide the Republican reply to 
Hannegan’s speech, 

Although the White House said 
Hannegan’s statement was made 
without Truman’s knowledge, 
there seemed little doubt the party 
chairman spoke the wishes of the 
Democratic high command. 

Most Republicans have thought 
for some time that President Tru- 
man would be the choice of: the 
Democrats in the 1948 convention. 
Accordingly, their strategy has 
been to try to outshine his Admin- 
istration with their own handling 
of Congress and gubernatorial of- 
fices, 

Carroll Reece, Republican na- 
tional chairman, brushed aside 
Hannegan’s remarks with the com- 
ment that “it is again the voice 
of Hannegan but the hand of 
Pendergast.” 

The Pendergast organization in 
Kansas City which gave Truman 
his start in politics was made a 
prime campaign issue by the Re- 
publicans last fall. 

There was little other immediate 
comment from Republican ranks 
on Hannegan’s statement, but 
leaders were preparing Lincoln's 
birthday speeches which they inti- 
mated would give their replies. 

Senator Taft of Ohio, chairman 
of the Senate Republican policy 
committee, said he would discuss 
domestic issues, particularly those 
facing Congress and the executive, 
in a speech in Charleston, W.Va., 
Feb. 12. Taft has been mentioned 
as a possible candidate for the 
presidential nomination. 

When told of Hannegan’s state- 
ment, Taft said, “Why, there’s no 
news: in that.”

AS FIRST CHAPTER 
ONRED ESPIONAGE 


House Committee Mem- 
ber Says Inquiry Will 
Reveal Close Link to 
Spy Ring in Canada, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 (AP)— 
The House Committee on un-Amer- 
ican Activities took up the trail 
of Communist spy activities today 
after checking to the Justice De- 


partment whether to deport Com- 
munist Gerhart Eisler or try him 
as a conspirator. 

The committee itseli urged 
prosecution when it heard Lisler 
described by various witnesses yes- 
terday as the top Communist in 
America and by his own sister as 
a “dangerous terrorist.” 

‘That ds just the beginning,” a 
committee member told a reporter. 
“It is merely the first chapter on 
Communist espionage activities. 
Some of the succeeding chapters 
will be linked closely to operations 
of a Soviet spy ring in Canada.” 

This member said that an Amer- 
ican on whom the committee has 
had its eye. was in Canada in June, 
1944, “and we want to know why.” 

It may be ten days, though, be- 
fore the committee relates the ad- 
ditional chapters in open hearings. 

The group has no meeting sched- 
uled until Monday when it plans 
to ask the House to adopt a reso- 
lution formally citing Eisler for 
contempt, Then it would be up to 
the Justice Department to bring a 
contempt case against him in 
court. 

Eisler’s attorney, Carol King, 
obtained a writ of habeas corpus 
today in United States District 
Court in New York, directing the 
Government to produce, Hisler in 
court Feb, 24 to test the validity 
of his detention -at Ellis Island. 

In an emotional appeal before 
Judge John Bright, she asserted 
that Eisler’s recent arrest on a 
presidential warrant violated the 
Constitution, 

Mrs. King charged that the sole 
warrant on which Eisler is being 
detained is an alleged warrant 
issued by the Attorney General, 
based on an executive order con- 
trolling alien enemies in_ this 
country. She contended the order 
is now invalid because “the war 
was terminated” by presidential! 
proclamation last Dec. 31. 

United States Attorney John F. 
X. McGohey did not oppose 
suance of the writ and asked that 
it be returnable Feb. 17 in order 
to give him time to prepare 
answers to questions of fact and 
law. 

Eisler refused to take an oath 
to tell the truth yesterday and the 
committee voted to cite him for 


-|contempt. 


5-Point Case Against Eisler. 
On the strength of evidence it 
dug up, and on the basis of what 
witnesses said, the committee de- 
cided there is a case against Lisler 
on five points: Conspiring to over- 
throw the government of the Unit- 
ed States, perjury, passport falsi- 
fication income tax evasion and 
contempt of Congress, 

A recommendation that these 
charges be pressed was handed to 
the Justice Department. 

While the Department has tak- 

en preliminary steps toward de- 
porting lE/isler, Representative 
Mundt (Rep.), South Dakota, said 
it is of the “utmost importance 
from the standpoint of national 
defense that Eisler be detained in 
this country.” 
Reading at times from a report 
of the Royal Commission on Rus- 
sian Espionage in Canada, Mundt 
said Eisler was linked’ with 
| Samuel Carr and Fred Rose, who 
| were described in the report as 
I two of the main links in the spy 
|}chain in Canada. 

Carr is a fugitive and Rose, 
Mundt told the committee, was 
jarrested by the Canadians for 
iturning over atomic bomb secrets 
ito the Russians. 
| Committee investigators put in- 
to the record information that 
|Eisler had told the immigration 
iservice ip 1941 that he was not a 
i!Communist nor a Communist 
| Sympathizer. 
| His sister, Ruth Fischer, also 
lhad a differént story. She said 
}she got Eisler into Communism 
in Austria in 1918 and then broke 
iwith him and the Communist 
| party several years later. 
|} She said she saw him in Paris 
lin 1933, on the way from Moscow 
ito “take over Communist activity” 
lin the United States. 
| Coldly, bitterly, she accused her 
| brother of being “the perfect ter- 
| rorist type, most dangerous for 
ithe people of both America and 
| Germany.” 
| Louis Budenz, one-time manag- 

ing editor of the Communist news- 
| paper, the New York Daily Work- 
jer, testified that Eisler was so 
| strong in the party he “slapped 
| down, politically” William Z. Fos- 
iter, now head of the party in 
| America. 

Budenz, a former St. Louisan 
| who gave up Communism and be- 
icame a professor at Notre Dame 
jand Fordham Universities, first 
iput the committee on Eisler’s 
j track last November.

STALIN BIOGRAPHY 
SAYS HE HAD PLAN 
TO FREE FRANCE 


Soviet Version Asserts This 
Forced Churchill to Open 
Second Front. 


MOSCOW, Feb. 7 (AP)—A new 
biography of Prime Minister 
Stalin, released today, says the 
Soviet leader had a plan of stra- 
tegy in 1944 for Russia, with its 


own forces and without the aid 
of its Allies, to occupy all Ger- 
many and accomplish the libera- 
tion of France, 

“This circumstance compelled 
the former Prime Minister of 
England Churchill, who up to 
then was against the opening of 
a second front in Europe, to un- 
dertake the invasion in western 
Europe,” the biography says. “In 
June, 1944, the Allies conducted 
the successful landing of large 
forces in the north of France. 

“Hitlerite Germany, as Comrade 
Stalin foresaw, was caught in a 
pincers between two fronts.”

WO of the code names most frequently mentioned in the secret 
papers of the Soviet Embassy in Ottawa, as revealed in the 
espionage report of the Canadian Royal Commission, were “the 


Professor” and “Alek.’’ 


The former referred to Prof. Raymond Boyer 


of McGill University, an eminent chemist of French descent, The latter 
was the cover name of Dr. Alan Nunn May, an Englishman who 


had arrived in Canada during the 


war as leader of a research group 


under the Canadian atomic energy project. 


Prof. Boyer, a man of great per- 
gona] charm and impressive aca- 
demic background, still awaits 
trial on charges of violating the 
Official War Secrets Act. Dr. 
May pleaded guilty in London and 
received a 10-year prison sentence. 


Col. tin’s Notebook. 


Among the Soviet Embassy rec- 
ords that fell into the hands of 
Canadian authorities was a note- 
book kept by Col Nicolai Zabotin, 
military attache and Ottawa dli- 
rector of the military intelligence 
unit. On a page of this notebook 
appeared the following early entry 
on Boyer: 

“Professor: Frenchman, Noted 
chemist, about 40 years of age, 

Works in McGill University, 
Montreal. Is the best of the 
specialists on V. V. on the Amer- 
ican continent, Gives full in- 
formation on explosives and 
chemical plants. Very rich. He 
is afraid to work, Gave the 
formula of RDX. Up to the 
present there was no evaluation 
from the boss.” 

“RDX,.” was a high-power ex- 
plosive being developed as a joint 

Canadian-American project. “V.V.” 
is a Russian symbol! for a high ex- 
plosive. 

The Royal Commission pointed 
out in its report: 

“This work was classified as 
secret during the war and infor- 
mation with regard to it Was re 
stricted to a definite number of 
authorized persons. As late as 
March, 1946, information with re- 
gard to RDX had not been re- 
leased. 

“The work done in Canada was 
done for the National Research 
Council by its associate commit- 
tee on explosives and its subcom- 
mittee on research and develop- 
ment. Dr. J. H. Ross, the chair- 
man of this subcommittee, and 
Boyer, working under him, were 
directly in charge in Canada for 
the Research Council in connec- 
tion with the main project of the 
development of this new process 
for producing RDX.” 

Prof. Boyer’s Interrogation. 

Prof. Boyer told the Royal Com- 
mission under interrogation that 
Jjate in 1939 he proposed to the 
Canadian Government that he be 
sent to. Russia without any diplo- 
matic status “in order to find out 
what Russia’s real attitude toward 
the war was.” His suggestion was 
rejected. He then volunteered his 
services as chemist in the war ef- 
fort and was assigned to work on 
explosives through the Research 
Council. 

He admitted knowing Fred 
Rose, the Communist organizer 
and member of the Canadian Par- 
liament, and acknowledged that 
on three or four occasions he went 
to Rose’s apartment. He said he 
gave information on RDX to Rose 
while the latter scribbled notes, 
which he knew would be trans- 
mitted to Russia. 

“I felt throughout the work,” 
Prof. Boyer said to the Royal 
Commission, “that it was unfor- 
tunate there was not closer scien-4 
tific liaison in connection with 
such information between the 
Russian war effort and ours. I 
felt it was of ‘great importance 
that the scientific war effort on 
the two fronts should ‘be co- 
ordinated.” 

A-Bomb and RDX Confused. 

Fred Rose transmitted informa- 
tion obtained from “the Professor” 
to Lt. Col. Motinov, assistant mili- 
tary attache serving under Col. 
Zabotin. 

Among the documents brought 
to Canadian authorities by Igor 
Gouzenko, the 27-year-old em- 
bassy cipher clerk who exposed 
the tangled spy network, was the 
draft of a cable prepared by Moti- 
nov for dispatch to the director of 
military intelligence in Moscow. 
It was signed “Grant,” the code 
mame of Zabotin, and said: 

“To the director: 

“The Professor advised that 
the director of the National 
Chemical Research Committee 
Stacey told him about the new 
plant under construction: Pilot 
plant at Grand Mere, in the- 
province of Quebec. This plant 
will produce ‘uranium.’ The 


“pilot plant” at Grand Mere 
was built to produce RDX; the. 
plant for the production of 
ee for atomic bombs, was 
Chalk River. 
Others in the Spy Ring. 

Prof. Boyer freely admitted 
knowing many others involved in 
the spy ring—Sam Carr, national 
organizer of the Labor-Progressive 
party (successor to the Communist 
party, which was barred in war- 
time);* Fred Poland, administra- 
tive intelligence officer of the 
Royal Canadian Air Force and 
later executive secretary of the 
inter-departmental psychological 
warfare committee; Durnford 
Smith, radioactivity expert and 
member of the National Research 
Council, and an employe of the 
Allied War Supplies Corporation 
in Ottawa; Capt. David Gordon 
Lunan of the Office of Wartime 
Information; Sam Gerson of the 
Department of Munitions and Sup- 
ply; David Shugar, employed by 
the Navy Director of Electrical 
Supplies; Freda Linton, who 
worked for the International La- 
bor Office and Dr, Alan Nunn 
May. 
Some of these he had, met 
through Rose, some throu the 
Canadian Association of Scientific 
Workers, of which he was a mem- 
ber, and others in the norma! 
course of his wartime work. 


Dr. May Had the Know-How. 


He became acquainted with Dr. 
May in the Montreal branch of 
the Association of Scientific 
Workers, 

When elder statesman Bernard 
M, Baruch earlier this week at 
Washington told the joint Con- 
gressional Committee on Atomic 
Energy that Russia evidently had 
tapped United States atomic bomb 
secrets, some members of Con- 
gress recalled that the Canadian 
spy trials had shown that Dr. 
May had obtained general knowl- 
edge of the construction of the 
bomb. 


It was Maj. Gen. Groves who 
charged that Dr. May had se- 
cured atomic secrets, in a letter 
sent to Senator Bourke B. 
Hickenlooper last March 19 and 
read on the Senate floor. Gen. 
Groves said Dr. May had learned 
the “know-how” of the opera- 
tion of American atomic bomb 
plants and “could have” given 
fissionable material to Soviet 
agents. Dr. May, British physi- 
cist, three times had visited the 
metallurgical laboratory of the 
University of Chicago, devoted 
exclusively to the atomic energy 
project. 

Dr. May, a British temporary 
civil servant, was a member of the 
research group that came to Can- 
ada to work on the atomic energy 
project at Montreal and Chalk 
River. Before coming to Canada 
he was an ardent but secret Com- 
munist well known to Moscow. 
Shortly after his arrival he was 
contacted on 
“the director” in Moscow, and 
given the code name “Alek” by 
the espionage organization of Col. 
Zabotin, 


Ottawa-Moscow Messages. 


In a cablegram to Zabotin sent 
by “the director” on July 28, 1945, 
the advisability of “Alek's” return 
to London for a visit was ques- 
tioned: 

“Try to get from him before 
departure detailed information 
on the progress of the work on 
uranium, Discuss with: him: 
Does he think it expedient for 
our undertaking to stay on the 
spot; will he be able to do that 
or is it more useful for him and 
necessary to depart for London?” 

Col. Zabotin on Aug. 9, 1945, 
wired “the director”: 

“Facts given by Alek: (1) the 
test of the atomic bomb was 
conducted in New Mexico. . . 
The bomb dropped on Japan 
was made of uranium 235. It 
is known that the output of 
uranium 235 amounts to 400 
grams —% at the magnetic 
separation plant at Clinton. . . 
The scientific research work in. 
this field is scheduled to be pub- 
lished, but without the technical 
details. The Americans already 
have a published book on this

May provided the Soviet espio- 
nage leaders with information on 
secret matters other than atomic 
energy. 


Nata on Electronic Shells. 


Another message from Zabotin 
to Moscow, for example, revealed 
that “Alek” had supplied brief 
data on electronic shells, then in 
use by the American Navy against 
Japanese suicide flyers, but by far 
his most important contribution to 
the spy ring was on atomic energy. 
In this connection the Royal Com- 
mission’s conclusions on the sub- 
ject are important: 

“As to the question of atomic 
energy and the work done by 
nuclear physicists, we are able 
to say, in the first place, that 
on the evidence before us no 
one in Canada could have re- 
vealed how to make an atomic 
bomb. There was no one in 
— who had that informa- 

on. 

“In the second place, there is 
no suggestion in the evidence 
that anyone who had any in- 
formation on the subject made 
any disclosures except May. As 
to May, he did have certain in- 
formation that would be of 
value to the Russians, He was 
in a position to get, where we 
do not know, but possibly in 
Montreal, samples of uranium 
235 enriched and uranium 233; 
he did get them and did deliver 
them to Lt. Angelov (of the 
Soviet military attache’s staff). 

“These samples were consid- 
ered so important by the Rus- 
sians that upon their receipt, 
Motinov flew to Moscow with 

them. 

“May also possessed consider- 
able knowledge of the experi- 
mental plant at Chalk River, 
Ontario, which was described as 
‘unique’. In addition to May’s 
work in Canada, he also did 
some work in the United States 
in collaboration with American 
scientists, but the evidence be- 
fore us is that in such work also 
he could not properly have ob- 
tained the full story. 

“How much of his information 
he handed over we are not able 
to say, but what he is known to 
have given, as shown by the 
documents and by his own writ- 
ten statement, we are told 
would be of considerable help to 
the Russians in their research 
work. May, in his written state- 
ment, did not particularize about 
the extent of the information he 
gave, but stated in effect that it 
was more than has since ap- 
peared (lie. in the Smyth re- 
port )...” 


Dr. May’s Written Confession. 


In his written confession Dr. 
May said: 

“About a year ago whilst in 
Canada, I was contacted by an 
individual whose identity I decline 
to divulge. He called.on me at my 
private apartment in Swail ave- 
nue, Montreal. He apparently 
knew I was employed by the Mon- 
treal laboratory and he sought in- 
formation from me_ concerning 
atomic research. 

“I gave and had given very 
careful consideration to correct- 
ness of making sure that develop- 
ment of atomic energy was not 
confined to U.S.A. I took the very 
painful decision that it was necgs- 
sary to convey general informa- 
tion on atomic energy and make 
sure it was taken seriously. For 
this reason I decided to entertain 
proposition made to me by the 
individual who called on me 


“At one meeting I gave the 
man microscopic amounts of 
U 233 and U 235 (one of each). 
The U 235 was a slightly en- 
riched sample and was in a 
small glass tube and consisted 
of about a milliogram of oxide. 
The U 233 was about a tenth of 
milliogram and was a very thin 
deposit on a platinum foil and 


was wrapped in a piece of pa- 


r. 

“IT algo gave the man a. writ 
ten report on atomic research 
as known to me. This informa- 
tion was mostly of a character 
which has since been published 
or is about to be published ... 

“The man gave me some dol- 
lars (I forget how many), in a 
bottle of whiskey and I accept- 

ed against my will. 

“Before I left Canada it was 
arranged that on my return to 
London I was to keep an appoint- 
ment with somebody I did not 
know, I was given precise details 
as to making contact but I forget 
them now. did not keep the ap- 
pointment because I had decided 
that this clandestine procedure 
was no longer appropriate in view 
of the official release of informa- 
tion and the possibility of satis- 
factory international control of 
atomic energy. 

“The whole affair was ex- 
tremely painful to me and I 
only embarked on it because I 
felt this was a contribution I 
could make for the safety of 
mankind. I certainly did not do 
it for gain.” 

Dr. May elected to be tried by 
a jury in London, where he was 
arrested, but on the day set for 
his trial he pleaded guilty. After 
listening to a defense plea for len- 
iency, Mr. Justice Oliver said in 
passing the 10-year sentence: 

“Alan Nunn May, I have lis- 
tened with some slight surprise to 
some of the things which your 
learned counsel has said he is en- 
titled to put before me: The pic- 
ture of you as a man of honor 
who had only done what you be- 
lieved to be right. I do not take 
that view at all. How any men in 
your position could have had the 
brass conceit, let alone the wick- 
edness, to arrogate to himself the 
decision of a matter of this sort, 
when you yourself had given your 
written undertaking not to do it, 
and knew it was one of the coun- 
try’s most precious secrets, when 
you yourself had drawn and were 
drawing pay for years to keep 
your own bargain with your coun- 
try—that you could have done 
this is a dreadful thing. I think 
you acted not as an honorable 
but a dishonorable man. I think 
you acted with degradation.”

U.S, PROFESSOR TELLS COURT 
OF JAP SLAUGHTER IN NANKING

—Bipartisan

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 
HE new Republican congres- 
sional majority is being spared 
few problems, but it is in re- 
ceipt of information that one, at 
least, need not be settled this ses- 
sion. The American farmer is still 
doing all right and is still pretty 
well covered by existing law. 
This reassuring word has been 
passed on to the leadership by 
House Agriculture Chairman Clif- 
ford R. Hope of Kansas.

His influence is 
reinforced by the fact that the 
Senate Agriculture chairman is his 
fellow-Kansan, aging Arthur Cap- 
per, who works closely with him. 
Hope has expressed the opinion 
that weaknesses in the present 
conduct of the Agriculture Depart- 
ment are largely administrative. 
They can be cured, he thinks, if 
that amiable former House mem- 
ber, Secretary Clinton Anderson, 
will make fewer speeches and set- 
tle down to the boring details of 
his vast establishment, 


Purpose of Hearings. 


Hope is using the present breath- 
ing space to lay plans for what 
must follow when the depression 
and war-bred support of farm 
prices shall expire. He will start 
hearings in April, after the first 
crush of legislation is over, at 
which he will develop the whole 
picture of American agriculture in 
the postwar era. His ambition is 
to shape legislation that will pre- 
vent.another farm depression with 
its inevitable train of freak reme- 
dies and crackpots. 

As his technique shows, the 
quiet Kansan has come far from 
the lurid Populism of his native 
state. But he puts this some- 
what socialistic tenet at the 
basis of his efforts: the Ameri-

Carey was not able to give facts 
and figures and Attorney General 
Clark would not elaborate on the 
brief statement he made in a ra- 
dio interview.. The latter's attitude

The program of the House Un- 
American Activities Committee 
calls for investigations of Commu- 
nist activities in many fields, and 
the Communsts have charged that 
the FBI is working more closely 
with this committee “than it 
dared to do in President Roose- 
velt’s days.” 

Louis Waldman, a New York 
labor relations lawyer and one 
of the founders of the American 
Labor party, told a Senate com- 
mittee recently that Communists 
control unions having a total 
membership of 2,000,000. The 
membership of the entire union 
labor movement is estimated at 
15,000,000. Waldman argued that 
the abolition of the closed shop 
would open the door to Com- 
munist penetration of industries 
employing members of 13,000 un- 
ions which Communists do not 
now control,

Trying to Hold Gains. 


It is thought that the report 
of the Canadian commission on 
Soviet espionage has’ accelerated 
the trend, 

The net over-all result is that 
Communism in the labor move- 
ment, vigorously on the offensive 
until a few months ago, now is re- 
treating and erecting barricades to 
hold the gains it has made. 

The new position is pointedly 
exemplified in the attitude of the 
Communist Party organ, the New 
York Daily Worker, which now 
views efforts to purge Commu- 
nists from union leadership as 
“red baiting” and, in some cases, 
as strike breaking. The Daily 
Worker said not long ago that 
the “evidence is fast piling up to 
show that red baiting is today the 
main union-busting weapon.” 

Toward the end of last Septem- 
ber the Post-Dispatch published 
a series of articles on Communism 
in labor unions by Spencer R. 
McCulloch, whose conclusion was 
that Communists have no chance 
to take control of the labor move- 
ment but are a constant irritant.

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Hiroshima Japs 
Feel No Hatred 
OfU.S., They Say 


American Editors 
Talk to Maimed 
Survivors of 
Atomic Bombing. 


HIROSHIMA, Japan, Feb. 7. 
(UP). 
INE touring American newspa- 
N eer executives interviewed 
survivors of the first atomic 
bomb attack here today and found 
that the Japanese citizens of Hiro- 
shima feel no hatred for Amert- 
cans because of the destruction 
of their city. 

They found the Hiroshima resi- 
dents had no thought of consider- 
ing the bombing an atrocity until 
foreign publications reached the 
city some months ago with that 
suggestion. The fact that a 
Christian nation dropped the 
atomic missil, they discovered, 
has not prejudiced the Japanese 
against Christianity—in fact inter- 
est in Christianity is greater now 
in Hiroshima than ever before. 

The editors saw a group of 
hideously maimed civilians, some 
of whom have huge fibroid scars 
48 much as three inches thick. 
They talked to one man whose 
back was almost completely cov- 
ered with one of the huge scars, 
known as “keloids.” 

They also talked with Taro Mit--> 
sushima, a 22-year-old farmer who 
was visiting Hiroshima when the 
bomb went off. Part of his nose 
is gone and the lobes of his ears 
now consist of mere bits of fibroid 
flesh. Part of his body is covered 
with thick, spongy “keloids.” His 
hearing is good, however, and his 
eyesight is not much impaired. 

They saw a 9-year-old boy, Su- 
mimasa Morimoto, who was play- 
ing in an open yard several hun- 
dred yards from the explosion. He 
is a hopeless cripple, with arms, 
legs and face covered with “kel- 
oids.” His mind, however, was not 
affected. 

All of the survivors, including a 
group of German and Spanish 
Jesuits who were in their mission 
at Hiroshima at the time of the 
blast, agreed that the Japanese 
people feel no hatred toward 
Americans because of the explo- 
sion.

Any encroachment on Poland's liberty 
should be emphatically and repeatedly 
condemned by true believers in democ- 
racy. Having admitted the fact of So- 
viet contro], Mr. Nichol should speak 
out against it, rather than minimize the 
importance of it and express approval of 
the way it is carried out. 

If some of our citizens and our State 
Department take only a lukewarm stand 
against situations such as exist in Po- 
“land today, even though the situation 
has been brought about by a wartime 
ally, the Four Freedoms and the Atlan- 
tic Charter have been thrown into the 
ashcan and the war was fought in vain. 

Totalitarianism under Stalin is not 
one whit more justifiable than it, was 
under Hitler, and the sooner we take a 
firm and open stand against its spread 
to even one square foot more of terri- 
tory, the better off the United States 
and the rest of the world will’ be. 

Russia, by means of her veto power 
and excessive demands, has bullied us 
into accepting as commonplace, and 
worthy of condonement if not approval, 
actions which are in direct opposition to 
any Western concept of democracy. 

It's time we called a halt. We should 
reassess our policies and take an even 
firmer stand than former Secretary of 
State Byrnes did a few months ago.

“Supreme” G.O.P. Issue 


Shall we turn back toward the foreign trade 
policy of the 1920s? Eric Johnston, a good Re- 
publican, calls it “the supreme issue” facing his 
party. Senator Vandenberg’s associates say ,the 
fear that it may happen is a main réason be will 
not attend the Moscow conference of foreign 
ministers. The decision is that serious. Our 
whole foreign policy is at stake, for, as Mr. 
Johnston says, “You can't have political co-op- 
eration without economic co-operation.” 

The issue arises because the Administration 
has scheduled conferences to negotiate recipro- 
cal trade agreements with 18 other nations. The 
State Department intends to draw on a power 
conferred by the previous Congress, to reduce 
our import duties up to 50 per cent in return 
for equal concessions by others. But a mighty 
effort is being made in the present Congress to 
block or withdraw that power. 

No matter to high-tariff Congressmen that 
tariffs have already been materially reduced 
under the reciprocal program without provable 
harm to any American industry They want de- 
tailed control taken back by Congress anyhow. 
But, as our tariff history shows, that would 
mean swapping higher rates on A’s wool for 
higher rates on B’s cotton goods, etc. The last 
time these logs were rolled, the product was the 
Hawley-Smoot tariff of evil memory 

Tariff-raisers want only to push domestic 
prices up by restraints on imports, but they are 
never that truthful. Instead, they wail of im- 
pending ruin—as though American productive 
and competitive genius were dead. Again, they 
label tariff reduction as global do-gooding. 

It is anything but do-gooding. Mutual lower- 
ing of trade barriers simply proceeds from the 
hard fact that we have got to buy more goods 
to sell more—unless we, want to give our goods 
away, which we don’t, The Denver Post, pub- 
lished in what was once a great citadel of isola- 
tionism, faces that fact in an editorial réprinted 
on this ‘page today The war has left us peri- 
lously short of various key commodities; we 
have either got to buy them in much greater 
quantity from others or throw our prosperity 
and security into a gamble against odds. The 
Administration’s purpose jis that hard-headed. 

It is equally long-headed. Enlarged trade 
raises living standards in all the trading coun- 
tries because each can concentrate on goods for 
which it is best fitted. 

We tried in the 1920s to wall in our American 
comfort, and failed. Other nations built walls 
against us. That game made fertile ground for 
Adolf Hitler which *was won back only at a 
terrible price Thus Mr. Johnston may be con- 
ceded his superlative “supreme issue,” And he 
is not exaggerating when he adds: 


The Republican party is rightly looked 
upon as the conservative party. It is a strik- 
ing fact that it was given the reins of power 
at a time when almost the entire world was 
marching steadily toward the left. There is 
no need of disguising the fact—the left- 
wingers are oe pave in Europe because the 
conservatives fell down on the job... . 
They bungled a large part of Europe into 
socialism or something. worse, The price 
paid for their stubbornness is almost be- 
yond comprehension. They lost not a battle 
but a continent. 


Our foreign trade policy of the 1920s proved 
not conservative. In the strict sense of a word 
too often used loosely, it is reactionary to think 
of risking a return of that policy. Democrats, 
too, are on trial, but the power of decision rests 
with the Republicans.

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A Little Adolescence, Please 

In Dallas, Tex., where they believe in making 
culture hum,’ the city’s reorganized symphony 
orchestra is being promoted as if it were a 
newly discovered oil gusher. Older communi- 
ties may be amused at such exuberance and will 
be inclined to regard it as evidence of civic 
adolescence So it is, But if one must choose 
between extremes surely the stridency of too 
much enthusiasm is preferable to a pallid cor- 
rectness that can so easily shade off into indif- 
ference and inaction. 

With this in mind, we submit that a little of 
the Dallas spirit applied to the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra might not be amiss. If the Dal- 
las city government is willing to spend $10,000 
year on a single Beethoven cycle, the hard- 
boiled city fathers ‘must believe that Beethoven 
is worth something to the city as a whole. And 
if San Francisco business men will spend $75,000 
to send their orchestra on a nation-wide tour. 
they, too, must be convinced that the entire 
community will share whatever benefits may 
accrue from the trip Similarly, St. Louis busi- 
ness men could not be regarded as quixotic if 
they supported their own symphony orchestra 
for civic rather than strictly musical reasons 

In the final analysis, to be sure, the symphony 
orchestra must justify itself musically, In this 
respect the St, Louis orchestra will certainly not 
be found wanting. It’s not the biggest or the 
most expensive orchestra in the world, but 
speaking quite strictly, it is one of the best, Its 
special quality, which has impressed such visit- 
ing conductors as Andre Kostelanetz and 
Leonard Bernstein, lles in its ability to take 
training, work up a finished performance and 
still play with spontaneity. A fortunate choice 
of personnel, stimulating leadership offered by 
Conductor Vladimir Golschmann and certain 
qualities which the community itself brings to 
the orchestra have contributed to this net*result. 

In any event, the orchestra is now the best 
the city ever has had. Those who have a special 
interest in music will naturally want to keep it 
so, but even those more removed from its effects 
should not ignore what its indirect value can be 
for all St. Louisans. 

The Symphony Society (may we add?) is now 
engaged in its annual drive for a maintenance 
fund, 
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Gen. Wedemeyer’s Fitness 

If Gen, Wedemeyer accepts Secretary Mar- 
shall’s reported offer of the Ambassadorship to 
China, the State Department will gain an excel- 
lent diplomat and the Army will lose, at least 
temporarily, a splendid officer. As commander 
of American forces in China during the war, 
Gen, Wedemeyer, like Gen. Marshall and Gen. 
Eisenhower, gave a heartening demonstration 
that the soldier can be, despite his profession, 
democratic in sympathies and in methods. 

In Chungking, Gen. Wedemeyer showed con- 
sistently a better understanding than Ambassa- 
dor Hurley, a civilian, of the real problem in 
trying to win over Chiang Kai-she® and the 
Kuomintang to democratic ways. Gen. Wede- 
meyer’s advice,to President Roosevelt differed 
materially from that of Ambassador Hurley, and 
it is one of the tragedies of the war that the 
President did not listen to the wise soldier 
rather' than to the martinet Ambassador If 
Washington had followed the sterner line fa- 
vored by Gen. Wedemeyer, Chiang would have 
found it hard not to recognize democratic ele- 
ments in the Kuomintang, and Chinese-American 
affairs might not be in their present unfortunate 
irnpasse, 
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and 

Perhaps it is somewhat unrealistic to refer, 
any longer, to “presidential English,” since most 
of a President’s speeches are written for him 
by one or several of a workshopful of ghost 
writers, But every President must give himself 
the pleasure of going over, at least once lightly 
what he is to say for the history books. Conse 
quently there is at least that much point in ad- 
monishing Mr. Truman that he is falling into 
the ———and-——. habit. / 

In his latest public paper, for instance—the 
first annual report to Congress on UN—the 
President employs the device no. fewer than 
26 times. When he refers to “life and meaning,” 
“control and inspection,” “public and peaceful,” 
“reconstruction and development,” “policies and 
acts,” “establishment and maintenance,” “pro- 
motion and protection,” the reader has the nice 
impression—rather vague, of course—that some- 
thing has been said. It is when the President 
goes on to talk about “specific and practical,” 
“reconstruction and integration” and “promotion 
and protection” that the reader's suspicions be- 
gin to be aroused 

But when the President carries the device to 
its logical absurdity, as every ——-and er in- 
evitably does, the reader comes reluctantly to 
the conclusion that he is not being rightly used. 
“Purposes and principles,” Mr. Truman says, as 
if there could be either without the other. “Bar- 
riers and restrictions,” as though a barrier did 
not a restriction make, and the other way round 
“Hope and confidence,” as though he had on 
some occasion run across a completely bopeless 
confidence, or a 100 per cent fearful hope. 
“Power and influence’—‘“regulation and reduce 
tion” (this one twice)—‘betrayed and lost”- 
“disagreements and difficulties,” “difficulties 
and dangers.” “knowledge and understanding’ — 
thus Mr. Truman’s ghost, or ghosts. 

If Mr. Truman will, he can break himself— 
and the presidential English experts—of the 
pernicious habit. Before he sets down an “and,” 
or suffers it to be set down, let him and his 
writers of current history ask themselves, 
“Haven't we said that already?” With a little 
practice, he can soon slough off a literary fault 
that is altogether needless. And wanecengary.

More Than a World Hockshop 


America will be an international almsgiver unless commerce is 
healthy, Denver newspaper says; yet G.O.P. has not declared it- 
self on reciprocal trade policy; warns “Rocky Mountain Empire” 
tariffs for its special interests can endanger world co-operation. 


From the Denver Post 


The country is still waiting for a frank 
indication of Republican intentions on the 
reciprocal trade agreements program. 
Spokesmen of the congressional majority 
have repledged continuing support of a 
two-party foreign policy in its major out- 
lines, But they have left a cloud over one 
important element of that policy, their 
tariff outlook, This very likely will prove 
the severest test of postwar internation- 
alism. 


There is a great suspicion among other 
peoples that Americans may look at trade 
as a one-way street. Our policies in the 
past have engendered this fear, and we 
have not removed it. Indeed, it has been 
heightened by the profound changes in the 
relationship of our economy to that of the 
world, 


The United States has become almagiver, 
hockshop, banker, field and factory for the 
world. To a large extent this has been 
humanitarian. To a larger degree it has 
been the cost of victory and it may even- 
tually be written off as such. 


Rich Uncle for How Long? 


But even with our vast industrial ca- 
pacity, more than equaling that of the rest 
of the world combined, we cannot continue 
to play rich uncle. This is a position 
healthy neither for us nor for our neigh- 
bors. 


Trade must be put on a mutual basis 
For every dollar's worth of credit, goods 
and services we extend other nations we 
must accept the equivalent from them 


That is not a “Henry Wallace theory”—it is 
elementary good sense. 


There is real cause for anxiety in the 
support now claimed for a movement to 
require congressional approval of recipro- 
cal trade agreements, This would almost 
certainly mean the death of the whole pro- 
gram for freer trade. It would result in 
log-rolling by regional interests—in which 
a “wool Senator” would make a deal with 
a “cotton Senator,” etc.—agd insure con- 
tinuance of trade restrictions. Those who 
hope for an economically stable world must 
defeat this proposal. 


Natural But Dangerous 


The Rocky Mountain Empire, like other 
regions, may see its special interests threat- 
ened by the trade agreement program. Our 
inclination here may be to resist conces- 
sions ap the cattle, wool, sugar and metals 
we produce, for example, Such resistance 
conforms to the natural impulse for self- 
preservation, 


Concessions like these offer a most dif- 
ficult and disturbing trial for our interna- 
tionalism. Yet the entire atructure of world 
co-operation and perhaps peace Mself may 
depend upon them. 


Between now and April, when the Inter- 
national Trade Organization will be formed 
in Geneva, Switzerland, the world will learn 
to what degree the United States intends 
to co-operate economically. The clew to 
this co-operation is held by the Republican 
Congress. We hgpe they will give ¢t pani 
tive support.

A liberal newspaper has died in Philadel- 
phia. The Record and its two affiliates in 
Camden, struck for three months by the 
American Newspaper Guild, gave up the 


struggle and sold out to the conservative, 


old-line Philadelphia Evening Bulletin. 


Without attempting to portion out blame 
among the participants, we deplore the 
ending of this journalistic drama. The new 
owners are taking over the features used 
by The Record's Sunday edition, and have 
expressed a hope that ‘independent owner- 
ship” will step in and re-purchase the 
three dailies, But who would buy three 
struck newspapers? The prospects look 
dim in view of this declaration by local 
Newspaper Guild officials: “The strike 
against The Record and The Courier-Post 
will continue despite suspension of publi- 
cation by both. Any new owner will have 
to deal with the Guild in settling the strike 
under law.” 


So three dailies have gone out. Some 
1680 employes must look for new jobs. So- 
clologists have been worried for years over 
the constant decline in the number of 
American newspapers. Dailies shrank from 
2036 in 1923 to 1749 in 1945, This time it 


was not the fault of economic forces alone. 
The Guild, which operates in all the Phila- 
delphia dailies, 
mined wage-hour drive in the one paper 
which has followed an editorial policy 
friendly to union labor. It appears to have 
been the technique of attacking the soft 
under-belly of the objective. Now the only 
journalistic voice that argued labor's cause 
in Philadelphia is stilled

Between Book Ends 


Mischief His Mission 


ROGUE ELEPHANT, by Walter Allen. (William Mer 
row & Co, New York.) 


The rather despicable hero of Mr. Allen's 
pungent satire on Oxford and Bloomsbury 
life is hardly the rogue elephant Webster 
defines (“a vicious elephant which sep- 
arates from the herd and roams alone”). 
More neurotic than vicious, he is delib- 
erately spiteful, but in the witty way that 
makes ladies say, “Dear Henry is so puck- 
ish.” He calmly appraises himself as “the 
enemy, as miching mallecho, who means 
mischief, as the test-tube of cholera bacil- 
lus... broken into the water supply.” 

Henry Ashley is ugly, with a “huge goblin 
head” that once got him called “Chimp.” 
Childhood in the slums of a South Staf- 
fordshire mining town had bred in him an 
inferiority complex that his Oxford career 
accentuated rather than resolved. At 265, 
he lives in a squalid room in Bloomsbury, 
“transcribing the lives of hia friends, suit- 
ably edited, in 90,000 words, the result be- 
ing a satirical novel.” 

Well, Henry goes to a friend's home, 
“Swithins,” in Devon, purely for mercenary 
reasons (though there is, of course, a bud- 
ding affair with his host's sister to be cul- 
tivated). The hospitable and elastic house- 
hold includes a rich assortment of other 
characters, as well as a large measure of 
frustration (Henry is a flat failure as a 
lover), disillusionment, and the mystery of 
a buried scandal which Henry disinters in 
a tense bit of British Museum research. 

Some readers will compare the author, 
not without point, with writers like Aldous 
Huxley and Evelyn Waugh. Certainly he 
shares their brilliant ability in character 
surgery. ALVIN R. ROLFS.

LIFE LINE TO A PROMISED LAND, by Ira A. Hirech- 
mann. (The Vanguard Press, New York.) 

In 1943, Mr. Hirschmann went to Turkey 
as representative of the War Refugee 
Board in order to help break the bottleneck 
that had brought to a standstill the flow 
of refugees from the Balkans to Palestine 
-——Turkey's refusal to grant “stateless” per- 
sons transit visas. Hirschmann succeeded 
in his task, and several thousand of those 
people who were driven from their homes 
owe it to him that they reached the haven 
of the Holy Land. 

Others were not so fortunate. Their 
ships were torpedoed by U-boats, or Brit- 
ish red tape enveloped them so they were 
never able to cross the Black Sea.

Mr. Jackson’s Record. 


Those active in pushing ADA 
are acutely aware of the need to 
enroll members of the Senate and 
House. Among those who have 
expressed an interest are two 
prominent House liberals, Repre- 
sentative Jackson of Washington 
and Representative Kefauver of 
Tennessee. 

Jackson, secretary of the Demo- 
cratic caucus, is an interesting 
case in point. He is the only 
Democrat from the Pacific North- 
west to survive the Republican 
landslide of Nov. 5. Perhaps the 
chief reason for this remarkable 
survival is the fact that Jackson 
escaped the Communist stigma 


Leaders such as Norris and the 
La Follettes of Wisconsin gave the 
progfessive cause status and re- 
ality. They were working not as 
intellectuals but as practical poll- 
ticilans with genuine grass-roots 
support. 

It is significant that both Nor- 
ris and the La Follettes came out 
of the Republican party That is 
an issue which has not yet been 
resolved within ADA, There are 
those in the organization who be- 
lieve that it should include. both 
Republicans and Democrats. They 
argue that Republican Senators 
like Morse of Oregon and Ives of 
New York, who have many objec- 
tives in common with ADA’s mem- 
bership, would add strength to the 
new organization. 

On the other side are those who 
agree with Chester Bowles, for- 
mer OPA Administrator, who said 
at the dinner launching ADA 
that the only hope for progres- 
sivism was within the Democratic 
party. This, in the opinion of 
some liberals in ADA, tends to 
restrict the group too narrowly 
at its inception. Before much 
longer, this issue will have to be 
settled. But meanwhile, ADA is 
getting down to the practical task 
of grass-roots organization.

Behind the Crooked Polish Election 


N the Polish affair culminating 
of the new Polish Ambassador,

on “free elections.” 


in President Truman’s snubbing 
we have put too much emphasis 


Instead, we should be directing attention to 


the inevitability of the nature of the state set up in Poland. 


No “free and independent” Po- 
land would or could voluntarily 
heave given away more than 40 
per cent of its historic territory 
and 13,000,000 Polish citizens, The 
territory east of the Curzon Line, 
awarded to the Seviet Union, has 
never been Russian. If it was not 
inhabited exclusively by Poles, 
neither is the Soviet Union in- 


habited exclusively by Russians. 
> 


Poland’s “Compensation.” 


This territory, or most of it, 
was annexed by violence in 1939 
as the result of a pact between 
Ribbentrop and Molotov. During 
the duration of that pact, the 
Polish, people were not treated 
much better by the Russians than 
by the Germans. One and one- 
half million were forcibly trans- 
ported to penal camps in the 
Soviet Union. where they perished 
by the thousands. 

The least that could have been 
done in human decency when Po- 
land became a Soviet ally was to 
have wiped out the previous deal 
at Polish expense made between 
Germany and the Soviet Union. 
Rut not only did Stalin insist on 
retaining his ill-gotten gains, but 
both Churchill and Roosevelt 
backed him up — especially 
Churchill. The story is told in 
detail in “Defeat in Victory,” the 
extremely disturbing memoir by 
Jan Ciechanowski, former Polish 
Ambassador to the United States. 

As “compensation,” then, for 
this lost territory, Poland—at 
Potsdam — was somewhat am- 
bicuously awarded lower Silesia 
and parts of Pomerania and 
Prandenburg. This was German 
territery that had never been 
Polish and pushed the Polish 
frontiers westward to within 18 
miles of Berlin 


Highly Dubious. 


From the long-range viewpoint, 
these arrangements are political 
and economic lunacy. Shorn of 
her minorities, the Polish popula- 
tion has fallen to 24,000,000. The 
territory she has acquired former- 
supported 8,000,000 Germans 
and about 2,000,000 Poles as 
seasonal workers and fed fully 
15.000,000 people. 

That Poland, with her reduced 
population—having driven out the 
Germans—can absorb and colonize 
this territory is highly dubious. 
Certainly she cannot possibly de- 
fend it alone. At present, it is a 
Wasteland occupied by 4,500,000

in the territory but dumped into 
it to hold it. 

These measures regarding the 
frontiers inexorably created a 
Polish police state leaning entire- 
ly on the Soviet Union, which— 
with Western consent—was the 
ereator of the new Poland. To 
suggest that- this police state 
should have held free elections is 
either blatant hypocrisy or politi- 
cal naivete. 

The nature of this state was de- 
termined at Teheran, Yalta and 
Potsdam, and confirmed when 
Mikolajcezyk visited Moscow in 
October 1944. At that time he 
learned from Molotov what he had 
not heard from President Roose- 
velt on an earlier visit to Wash- 
ington. This was that at Teheran 
the President had expressed his 
complete agreement with regard 
to the eastern frontiers, merely 
adding that “for the time being 
he preferred his agreement on this 
point should not be made public” 
—1944 being an election years

A large-scale application of the 
withdrawal idea occurred recently 
at the Allis-Chalmers plant in Wis- 
consin, where a strike is now in 
its tenth month. Involved here 
was the right-left factionalism of 
the United Auto Workers, the ac- 
credited bargaining agent. The in- 
surgents became so powerful that 
they were able to force a new la- 
bor election, which they lost by 
the close margin of 4122 to 4015 
votes. 

Fight on Labor Bills. 


The Communists currently are 
pressing for a united front of the 
CIO, AFL and railroad brother- 
hoods to fight restrictive labor 
proposals now before Congress. 
They have designated the period 
of Feb, 12 to 16 as one of height- 
ened activity for the defeat of 
“reaction’s anti-labor campaign.” 

In their opposition to the vari- 
ous bills they are, of coyrse, in 
harmony with virtually all seg- 
ments of union labor.

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Graziano’s License Revoked by Commission; Bout With Zale Is Off 


Attorney 
Plans to 


Take Case 
To Court 


NEW YORK; Feb. 7 (AP)—The 
State Athletic Commission today 
revoked Rocky Graziano’s boxing 
license and virtually barred him 
for life from appearing in a New 
York ring for his failure to report 
a $100,000 bribe offer. His coming 


fight with Champion Tony Zale 
was ordered canceled, 

Jacob J. Rosenblum, Graziano’s 
attorney, said immediately after 
hearing the decision, that the case 
would be carried to the courts. 

Commission Chairman Edward 
Eagan read the decision to Grazi- 
ano at the conclusion of a three- 
day hearing. 

“The commission finds from the 
evidence and from your own ad- 
Mission that on three separate oc- 
casions, with suggestions or re- 
quests to engage in a sham or col- 
lusive contests, you never reported 
these requests or suggestions to 
this commission.” 

The three occasions referred to 
an offer of a $100,000 offer to 
Gaaziano to throw the fight in 

ay, 1945, with the late Al 
(Bummy) Davis and two such of- 
fers to take a dive in the Dec. 27 
bout with Ruben Shank. The lat- 
ter fight never was held. 

Knocked Out Davis. 

Graziano went through with his 
bout with Davis and knocked out 
his opponent in the fourth round. 
The Shank fight was called on 
Dec. 24 when Graziano complained 
of a sore back. 

The return match with Zale 
was scheduled for Madison Square 
Garden on March 21. In a bruising 
battle in New York’s Yankee 
Stadium last September, Zale 
knocked out Graziano in the sixth 
round. 

“This. decision,” Eagan said, 
reading from the statement, “is 
rendered by the New York State 
Athletic Commission in the mat- 
ter of Tommy (Rocky) Graziano. 
This inquiry before the commis- 
#ion concerns whether Graziano 
committed an act detrimental to 
boxing requiring the suspension or 
revocation of his license. 

“The commission gave full op- 
portunity for you to examine into 
the conditions and gave every 
opportunity to make such an 
explanation as you desired.” 

Eagan then read rule 64 of the 
, commission, under which the hear- 
ing was held. This’ states that 
“whenever a person licensed by 
the New York State Athletic 
Commission is approached with a 
request that a sham or collusive 
contest be entered into or that the 
contest shall not be conducted 
honestly and fairly, such licensed 
person must immediately report 
the matter to the State Athletic 
Commission.” 


N.B.A. to Meet to Decide on 
Action, 
PATERSON, N. J., Feb. 7 (UP) 
-—President Abe J. Greene of the 
National Boxing Association said 
today his group would meet soon 
to consider what action, if any, 
should be taken in the Rocky 

Graziano case. 

“The N.B.A. does not initiate 
suspensions,” Green said. “It acts 
upon the recommendation or the 
representation of its member com- 
missions. 

“If New York, for instance, was 
a member of the commission, as 
we had long hoped it would, 
N.B.A. would automatically con- 
cur with the recommendations of 
its member states. 

“Since New York is not a mem- 
ber and since the Graziano mat- 
ter Was spawned in New York 
State, our association will shortly 
consider what action, if any, is 
to be taken.” 


West Virginia Would Refuse to 
Recognize Suspension. 
CHARLESTON, W.Va., Feb. 7 
(UP)—The West Virginia Ath- 
letic Commission has  recom- 
mended that the National Boxing 
Association refuse to recognize 
the New York State suspension 

of Rocky Graziano. 

Judge Kenna Clark wired Abe 
J. Greene, president of the N.B.A., 
the commission's recommendation 
based on the charge that the 
“New York commission has con- 
sistently refused to join us; as 
our working agreement with them 
has never been satisfactory; as 
the suspension is based on a reg- 
ulation and not by New York law, 
and as the N.B.A. was not asked 
to sit in on the hearing.”

Ernie White as 
Player, Coach 


BOSTON, Feb. 7 (UP)—The 
Boston Braves ‘today named 
southpaw Pitcher Ernie White as 
a player-coach to fill the vacancy 
created by the promotion of Jake 
Flowers to the presidency of the 
Milwaukee farm club of the Amer- 
ican Association. 

White, a former star with the 
St. Louis Cardinals who shut out 
the New York Yankees in the 
1942 world series, joined the 
Braves as a free agent May 14 
after the Redbirds released him 
because of a chronic sore arm.

Request to Reconsider Dismissal 
of Del Lamb. 

ST. PAUL, Feb. 7 (AP)—Peter 
J, Miller, chairman of the United 
States Olympic speed skating com- 
mittee, said last night its members 
had sent a telegram to Milwaukee 
Fire Chief Edward Wischer, ask- 
ing him to reconsider the aismissal 
of Del Lamb for “absenting him- 
self without leave for more than 
48 hours.” 

Lamb was named captain of the 
1948 Olympic team after he quali- 
fied with a 2:30.9 time in the 1500- 
meter trial here Wednesday. 

In the telegram, Miller reported 
the committee said it viewed 
“with utter astonishment the dis- 
ciplinary dismissal 
cause he absented himself to heed 
the call of his country and patri- 
otism in the cause of the Olym- 
pics.” 

“The unusual honor Lamb won 
in earning a berth and the rare 
distinction of his serving as cap- 
tain ought to make you recon- 
sider,” the wire continued. “We 
ask you to weigh his two actions 
and then to ask yourself which 
to him and his country is greater. 

“In the interest of American 
athletics and sportsmanship we 
request you to. reconsider and 
make an exception in his case. 
More than that we, the members 
of the committee speaking for 
Lamb’s many friends, especially 
in Milwaukee, are prepared to ap- 
pear before your fire and police 
commission to plead his case.” 

Wischer said earlier he would 
“strenuously oppose” any appeal 
by Lamb because Lamb “walked 
off his job as a fireman during an 
emergency and despite warnings 
that unless he returned by 2 p.m. 
Sunday he would be subject to 
the resignation rule.” The emer- 
gency was declared as result of 
the heavy Milwaukee snow storm 
and was proclaimed as of 8 p.m.

BRITAIN TO GUT OFF POWER 
TO PLANTS IN FUEL SHORTAGE 


LONDON, Feb. 7 (AP) — Fuel 
Minister Emanuel Shinwell an- 
nounced today that electric power 
would be cut off Monday from in- 
dustries’ in the London, Birming- 
ham and Manchester areas of 
Britain. The electricity supply to 
domestic consumers will be shut 
off from 9 a.m, to noon and from 
2 p.m. to 4 p.m. daily. 

Announcement of the power cur- 
tailment, caused largely by an 
acute shortage of coal aggravated 
by a 10-day cold wave, followed 
earlier orders barring coal exports 
and reductions in electricity and | 
gas rations. The Government also 
forbade the refueling of all coal 
burning foreign-bound ships, a 
move that tied up several hundred | 
vessels. 

A Board of Trade spokesman 
faid the unemployment and chaos 
which will result from fhe power 
shutoff could be compared only to 
that suffered in the depression of 
the thirties. He estimated 4,000,- | 
000 would be thrown out of work | 
temporarily.

ODAY’'S recipe produces an 
Tore-time pound cake very simi- 

lar to that great grandmother 
made and baked in a loaf or tube 
pan. It was rich cake with lots of 
raisins suspended evenly through 
it and kept moist for several days. 
You can make it just as good or 
better, but you'll have to take your 
cake baking facilities into consid- 
eration to get the desired results. 
Grandmother didn’t have the best 
beater to mix her cake with so 
there was not much danger of 
overbeating. That is one reason 
why the raising in her cake stayed 
put and another reason was that 
the batter was rather stiff. 


Grandmother also baked in a 
stove with a firebox at the top or 
near the top of one side of the 
oven, and food in those old stoves 
did not get overheated nearly so 
quickly as in modern stoves. To 
avoid the too rapid passage of heat 
into thé batter, we line the pan 
with plain paper these days which 
serves to slow down the passage 
of heat, To keep the raisins sus- 
pended, one must beat the batter 
only until well mixed and then 
stop, Steaming the raisins to give 
them more surface area also 
makes it easier for the batter to 
keep them buoyed up, Plumping 
the raisins also makes them moist 
and this helps the cake to retain 
ite moisture much longer than if 
unplumped raisins were used. 


Colonial Raisin Cake. 


Two cups all-purpose flour, one 
and one-fourth cups raisins, one- 
half teaspoon salt, one-fourth tea- 
spoon soda, one-fourth teaspoon 
nutmeg, one-half teaspoon cinna- 
mon, three-fourths cup shortening, 
cup sugar, three 
amall eggs, one-fourth cup cream, 
one-fourth cup cider. 

Line one loaf pan (4%x8%x2% 
inches) with ungreased thin 
paper. Sift flovr and measure, mix 
one-eighth cup with the raisins. 
Resift remaining lour 3 times 
with salt, soda, nutmeg and cinna- 
mon, Cream shortening and sugar 
until blended. Add eggs one at a 
time and beat well. Add flour and 
liquid alternately, beginning and 
ending with flour and beating 
until well blended between each 
addition. Stir in the raisins. Turn 
into prepared loaf pans and bake 
at 350 degrees Farenheit for 50 to 
60 minutes until cakes are golden 
brown and crack in top shows no 
moisture. Remove from oven and 
place on cake rack for 10 
minutes. Turn out of pans and 
cool thoroughly on rack without 
removing paper. Makes one loaf 
cake,

Arrange the egg 
halves in the bottom of the 
buttered shallow baking dish. To 
one and one-fourth cups medium 
white sauce add one chicken 
flavored bouillon cube and one- 
fourth teaspoon curry. Pour over 
the egg halves and top with bread 
cubes (two slices bread which 
have ween tossed in two table- 
spoons melted butter mixed with 
one tablespoon finely chopped 
onion). Place in oven and hake at 
350 degrees Farenheit for 15 
minutes or until crumbs are 
toasty.

NEW YORK, Thursday. 
would seem that David E. 

Lilienthal, in speaking out his 

mind to the joint Congressional 
Committee on, Atomic Energy in 
answer to Sen. Kenneth McKel- 
lar’s charges against him, ex- 
plained fairly well what a majority 
of the citizens of this country be- 
lieve is the meaning of democracy. 
Sen. McKellar, opposing the con- 
firmation of Mr. Lilienthal as 
chairman of the VU, 8S. Atomic 
Energy Commission, had accused 
him of Communistic sympathies. 
Yet here is what Mr, ‘Lilienthal 
said in part: 

“Traditionally, Democracy has 
been an affirmative doctrine 
rather than merely a negative one. 
I believe . . , the fundamental 
proposition of the integrity of the 
individual; and that all govern- 
ment and all private institutions 
must be designed to promote and 
protect and defend the integrity 
and the dignity of the individual; 
that that is the essential meaning 
of the Constitution and the Bill of 
Rights, as it is essentially the 
meaning of religion... 

“I deeply believe in the capacity 
of Democracy to surmount any 
trials that may le ahead, pro- 
vided only we practice it in our 
daily lives.” 

This speech might have been 
made before the United Nations 
Commission on Human Rights, 
and I think it is one that young 
Americans all over this country 
should learn, 


. . . 

Yesterday, in the Commission 
on Human Rights, we took up the 
question of the implementation of 
the International Bill of Rights. 
It seemed to be the consensus of 
opinion that we should discuss 
this difficult subject as a guide to 
the drafting committee, since the 
Economic and Social Council had 
requested that we make recom- 
mendations on various methods of 
implementing the bill. In fact, to 
write a bill without -any sug- 
gestions. as to how it is actually 
going to be observed seems a 
rather empty gesture.

42 ALIENS G A I N 
CITIZENSHIP, ONE 
APPLICATION DENIED 


United States District Judge 
George H. Moore today granted 
citizenship to 42 aliens but denied 
the application for citizenship of 
Henry Johann Fick, a German 
painter, who lives at 1509 Menard 
street, 

Walter L. Wolf, examiner for 
the United States Immigration 
and Naturalization Service, told 
the court that Fick had spent al- 


most foiir and one-half years in 
internment camps during the war 
as a potentially dangerous enemy. 

Wolf read from a report of an 
enemy alien board which said that 
Fick had been a storm trooper in 
the German-American Bund here, 
had been a color bearer in various 
Bund parades, and had stated on 
several occasions, “Hitler is right, 
whatever he does.” Fick, who was 
born in Hannover, Germany, in 
1903, came to the United States in 
1923. Judge Moore refused to al- 
low him to testify in support of 
his application. 

The 42 persons who received cit- 
izenship heard Edward Thron, of 
the Aubuchon-Dennison post of 
the American Legion, trace the 
history of democracy. Each re- 
ceived a booklet entitled “Build- | 
ing the Constitution,” by Irving | 
Dilliard, a Post-Dispatch editorial | 
writer.

at all. All the children are financially able to care for her, 
but none seems willing to take her in. What do you think 
should be done? WORRIED DAUGHTER.

If all the 
children feel equally unable to take their mother into their 
homes, then they can certainly all contribute toward seeing to 
ft that she is placed in a home for elderly people, or set up in 
an apartment of her own—if one can be found-—or boarded 
somewhere, If none of these seems feasible, perhaps the solu- 
tion would lie in finding a practical nurse or housekeeper who 
would take the responsibility of your mother’s care, and the 
running of the household off your shoulders until you are able 
to again return to work. And even after your return the rest 
of your mother's children should continue with their share of 
her support, even though it be decided that she remain with

How Do You 


Play Your 
Dummies? 
By S. J. Simon 


OW do you play your dum- 

mies? For some reason I have 

never discovered, you are sen- 
sitive about your dummy play. 
You admit that your dummy play 
may not be up-to-date and your 
defense could be better, but give 
you a few good cards and you 
will play them with anybody. And, 
in the next breath, you disclaim 
all knowledge of the more ad- 
vanced plays — you can’t be 
bothered with them. Which makes 
this a delicate subject to write 
about. I don’t want to hurt your 
feelings. 

And I want to talk about some 
of the plays you have always con- 
sidered too advanced and prove 
that they are not too advanced at 
that and practically no bother. 
First let us enumerate the mis- 
takes that are easiest to make: 
1. Hasty play to first trick. 2. 
Mismanagement of trumps, 8. 
Failure to throw a loser on a 
loser. 4. Failure to count the hand, 

I .will discuss these four types 
of mistakes individually, one each 
day, for they are, all four of them, 
very common mistakes. You will 
agree about Nos. 1 and 2, but you 
may claim that Nos.’3 and 4 are 
less mistakes than advanced plays 
too complex for you to bother 


with. 
x *« * 

NOW, LET US consider mis- 
take No. 1—hasty play to first 
trick—which is perhaps the moat 
common fault in contract. Too 
many other bridge players have 
stressed it already for me to em- 
phasize its importance. In any 
case, you are ~perfectly well 
aware of it yourself—you have 
lost far too many contracts by 
doing it not to be. But I can try 
to cure you, You have often tried 
to cure yourself, but you have not 
succeeded. You remember part of 
the time, but you can't remember 
all of the time. The reason is 
simple. You cannot cure a symp- 
tom. For your tendency to play 
quickly to the first trick is but 
a part of the whole haze of opti- 
mism that surrounds your dummy 
play, 

How often have you started off 
playing a hand in a crescendo of 
confidence and dwindled down to 
a series of agonizing trances, each 
longer than the last? Let me try 
and replace your habit of hurried 
early play by another habit. It is 
clearly too much to ask you all 
at once to survey the whole situa- 
tion and plan your campaign be- 
fore playing to the first trick. 
You will have to get into the 
habit gradually. And the first and 
most important step in that direc- 
tion is comparatively simple.

NEVER WIN A TRICK until 
you have made up your mind what 
card you are going to play next. 

No matter how obvious the card 
you have to play, do not play it 
immediately—not even when it is 
a singleton in the suit led. Stop 
and decide on your next play be- 
fore you make the present one, 
And if you protest that you dis- 
like trancing, let me point out 
that the recommended process 
takes no longer than your pres- 
ent one. If you take the trick at 
once, you have still to think of 
the next play before you make it. 
If you have thought of it before 
taking the trick, you can make it 
at once. It adds up to the same. 

The habit of mentally planning 
the next trick before winning the 
present one is about the most 
useful habit a bridge playef can 
form. For one thing, it automati- 
cally prevents the hasty play we 
are discussing. For another, the 
mere mental process of thinking 
what to play next may induce 
you to change the card you were 
about to play. And finally, hav- 
ing gotten into the habit, you will 
often find yourself fascinated into 
continuing it and thus achieve the 
complete survey of the hand that 
I hestitated to impose on you 
earlier in this article.

On Way Up from Job as Band Leader 


Carl Ravazza in Blue Chips After Six Months at New York's Roxy Theater

T seemef like old times when 
| can Ravazza stepped up to the 

microphone on his opening night 
at the Crystal Terrace, greeted his 
St. Louis friends, sang some new 
songs, and answered requests for 
old favorites. There were just two 

velopments that kept it from be- 
ing a repetition of Ravazza’s other 
appearances here; first, the Park 
Plaza hotel, instead of the Chase, 
is the place where Ravazza is now 
appearing, and also, instead of 
leading a band as background for 
the starring attraction, Ravazza 
himself is now the main attrac- 
tion. And judging from opening 
night applause, his followers re- 
gard it as almost a case of home 
town boy making good. 

“IT got lucky,” is Ravazza's brief, 
cheerful way of summing up his 
progress from bandleader to fea- 
tured performer. It was luck and 
a six-months’ engagement at the 
Roxy Theater in New York that 
put him in demand, in the chips, 
and in an understandably happy 
frame of mind. 

“It happened right after our 
last engagement here,” he ex- 
plained, raising his voice a trifle 
as a pair of Spanish flamenco 
dancers went into some frenzied 
footwork a few feet away. “That 
was in May 1944, and when. we 
left here we went to the Black- 
hawk in Chicago and from there 
got a contract at La Martinique 
in New York, for October '44. We 
went in for six weeks and stayed 
26, and it was through that en- 
gagement that A. J. Balaban 
signed me up “or the Roxy.” 

The Roxy had only a pit band 
before, so when Ravazza began 
his engagement there he was 
breaking precedent by leading a 
24-piece band on the stage. When 
he ended his engagement six 
months later he was breaking 
records, someone else was leading 
the band and he was acting as 
master of ceremonies and singer. 

“Then,” he continued, “I got 
even luckier, went to Florida for 
some engagements and played 
some of the better upholstered 
saloons on the east coast. From 
then on I've done all right.” 

Of Italian descent, though he 
has light hair and blue eyes, 
Ravazza was born in Alameda, 
across the bay from San Fran- 
cisco, and hag been a musician 
ever since he acquired hig first 
musical instrument, a tin whistle 
that came with a pair of shoes. 

“I played the whistle and my 
sister accompanied me on the 
ukelele,” he laughed. “Then my 
cousin had his appendix taken out 
and couldn't blow his saxophone 
any more so I was given the saxo- 
phone, I played my way through 
school with that and later learned 
guitar and violin,” 

He attended St. Mary's College 
for four years ag a pre-med stu- 
dent before deciding to take up 
music as a career, His reason for 
the change he expresses in two 
words—"“Money—none.” 

“I'd managed to pay my way 
through college, playing with Tom 
Coakley’s orchestra at the Palace 
Hotel,” he ‘elaborated, “but I

couldn't do music and medicine, 
too. It was getting to the point 
where I was too tired to study in 
the day and too tired to play at 
night. Sol a a job with Anson 
Weeks'sa band.

he was leaving to lead a relief 
rhumba band at the Cocoanut 
Grove in Los Angeles, Griff Wil- 
liams was the pianist in the band 
and Bob Crosby was the vocalist.”

Shortly after that, Tom Coakley, 


‘the leader for whom Ravazza had 


worked previously, gave up music 
to practice law and turned his 
band over to Ravazza. One of 
Ravazza’s first acts, he recalls, 
was the difficult job of turning 
down a very pretty girl singer be- 
cause of her lack of singing expe- 
rience, He sent her, instead, to a 
country club where he knew they 
needed a singer principally for 


atmosphere and decorative 
poses, 

"She decorated very nicely for 
two years,” he said, “and then 
went to Hollywood where she's 
now known as Carole Landis,” 

It was also in his early days as 
mn leader that Ravazza allowed a 
booking agent to persuade him to 
change his name to Carl Ravel, 
He played in the East under that 
name, 

“But IT never liked the idea of 
changing my name,” he said, “and 
when we got back to the coast 
nobody knew who Carl Ravel was 
so we buried him. I went back 
to being Carl Ravazza and we 
began playing leading hotels 
around the country, including 10 
engagements at the Chase here in 
three years, which accounts for 
our many friends here.”

croon tunes either, “The Princess 
Papuli,” and “Bessie Couldn't Help 
ay 
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Ravazza shudders when he 
thinks how close he came to muf- 
fing his big opportunity because 
of the wrong material. His ap- 
pearance at La Martinique came 
on the heels of the Sinatra boom 
and he was warned to do only bal- 
lads, Sinatra style. 

“So we loaded with ballads, 
symphonic arrangements, booom- 
booom,”’ he recalled, “The first 
show on opening night I sang a 
ballad, then I sang another bal- 
lad, and then another, The re- 
ception was good but I could sense 
the pacing was wrong. The sec- 
ond show most of my friends had 
gone, including all the song writ- 
ers who wanted me to do their 
numbers, and there was just a pat- 
ter of applause. I[ was very un- 
happy about it. So the next night 
I said, ‘I’m going to do what I 
know I can do or nothing. So l 
awung out on the floor, singing, 
‘Oh, Renaldo.’ Then I did a bal- 
lad. Then I said a ailent prayer 
and sang, ‘The Princess Papuli.’ 
It made all the difference in the 
world, and I was out of the croon- 
er class. I thought New Yorkers 
had heard everything but it was 
the oldest, corniest songs 1 knew 
that went over biggest.” 

Ravazza had had no singing les- 
sons at all up to his first New 
York appearance when he began 
coaching to get out of a few bad 
vocal habits, Since his New York 
success he has had both movie and 
television offers and has been 
making television shows regularly. 

“I think that's closer to being 
here than most people realize,” he 
said, “and it has wonderful possi- 
bilities, especially in sports. The 
prize fights are go realistic that 
you duck.”

Ravazza’s future plans center 
around television and personal ap- 
pearance in New York and he and 
his wife are building a home in 
Connecticut, on top of an eleva- 
tion called Powder Horn Hill. His 
current hobbies are the new house 
and another new possession, a $2- 
foot cutter that he took on a 13- 
week cruise recently.
